Air Force Day

N Air Force Day, 1 August 1947, the 

Air Force will enter the fifth decade 
of its existence. It is fully conscious of the 
obligation of the armed forces to maintain 
the peace for the people of this nation. It 
is alert to the 
high seriousness 
ofitsmission. 
And it is confi- 
dent that so long 
as we control the 
air approaches to 
our country we 
can hope to pre- 
serve our democ- 
racy and peace 
regardless of the 
intentions of any 
evemy toward us. 

Military avia- 
tion in the United 
States began 40 
years ago when 
an Aeronautical 
Division wag established in the Office 
of the Chief of the Signal Corps, with 
one officer and two enlisted men. From 
that nucleus the Air Force grew to a peak 
strength in World War II of two and 
a-third million men, with 230 air groups 
and 80,000 airplanes. 

The change in the requirements of na- 
tional defense that was foreshadowed by 
the birth of American military aviation 
on 1 August, 1907, is clear in 1947. The 
first requirement for a nation’s life is con- 
trol of the air over its own territory and 
over the air approaches. The objective 
of Air Force thinking, planning and ac- 
tions are toward satisfying this require- 
ment. 

Control of the air is essential to free- 
dom of action for all land, sea and air 
forces. It is therefore the first require- 
ment of modern war. It is attained by 
the progressive destruction of the enemy’s 
air force in the air, on the ground, and 
while still under production in the fac- 
tories. It proceeds simultaneously with 
the independent strategic mission—the 
long-range air offensives undertaken to 
paralyze the enemy’s war production and 
break his will to resist. It proceeds with 
the support mission to isolate the surface 
battlefield and prepare the way for the 
advancement of troops to the final battle 
and victory. Success in both these air 
ene is contingent upon control of the 
air. 

In World War I control of the air was 
not attained either by the Allies or by the 
Central Powers. The aircraft of the time 
Were inadequate for the strategic mis- 
sion, but the mission itself had not as 
yet fully evolved in the minds of air lend- 
ers. World War I added a third dimen- 
sion to the area practicable for hostilities, 
but since aviation in World War I was 
used chiefly for reconnaissance, it made 
only a slight contribution to the victory.

Both Houses Give Final 
Assent to Unification 


Conferees this week reconciled differ- 
ences between the Senate- and House- 
passed bills for unification of the Armed 
Forces, and the Senate voted on 24 July 
to accept the conference version. House 
approval followed the next day thus 
sending the bill to the President for sig- 
nature. 

Senate consideration was temporarily 
delayed by objection of Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge, jr. (R-Mass.), but Chair- 
man Chan Gurney (R-S. D.) succeeded 
in bringing the measure to the floor later 
in the day. 

Conferees’ Report 

The conferees decided : 

1. To remove definitions of operational 
roles of the Navy and Marine Corps, but 

2. To protect the interests of the Ma- 
rine Corps and Naval Aviation; in the 
language of the hill, Naval Aviation “shall 
consist of combat service and training 
forces, including land-based air and air 
transport, where essential to naval opera- 
tions, and all remaining air weapons and 
techniques involved in the operation and 
training of the United States Navy and 
the personne! therefor.” 

8. To eliminate the possibility that the 
Central Intelligence might dominate the 
FBI or otherwise control domestic law 
enforcement, by requiring that requests 
for FBI assistance be forwarded through 
the President. 

4. To permit the Director of the CIA 
to be either a civilian or a military man, 
with safeguards against the latter’s being 
subject to “military influence.” 

5. To permit the “Secretary of Defense” 
to be either a civilian or a military man, 
if he had not been a commissioned offi-

Service Pay and Taxes 


As the Services went ahead with plans 
for studies of pay to be conducted by a 
joint pay board, Congress moved this 
week to terminate the Servicemen’s $1,500 
income tax exemption for officers and the 
present complete exemption on enlisted 
pay. 

The Honse passed the bill on 21 July by 
a vote of 119-to-19, setting 31 Dec. 1947 as 
the deadline for military exemptions. The 
Senate Committee on Finance subsequent- 
ly recommended that enlisted exemptions 
be extended to 31 Dec. 1948. The Senate, 
however, in passing the bill 24 July 
amended it to extend both officer and en- 
listed exemptions to 31 Dec. 1948. 

HR 4069 also would terminate the 
transportation tax exemption to service- 
men traveling on furlough, and would 
end provisions permitting servicemen to 
postpone the filing of income tax returns 
and paying the tax itself. 

In the face of these reductions in take- 
home pay, the Services continued to plan 
a study of pay with a view toward recom- 
mending pay increases to Congress. 

The purpose of the pay studies was 
described this week as “to establish an 
equitable pay scale for officers of the 
Armed Services,” and particularly to at- 
tract and keep high-quality personnel in 
the higher grades. 

Vice Adm. William M. Fechteler, USN, 
Deputy Chief of Naval Operations for 
Personnel, was tentatively chosen to head 
the joint Army-Navy board which will 
take up the pay studies. Brig. Gen. John 
B. Dahlquist, USA, Deputy Director of 
Personnel and Administration, WDGS, is 
ranking Army member. F

Senate Consideration 


The Army and Navy promotion bill, HR 
3830, already passed by the House, was 
reported favorably by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Armed Services on 18 July, but 
had not been voted upon by the Senate 
a end of the Thursday session of 24 

uly. 

Chairman Chan Gurney (R-S.D.) tried 
to bring the bill to the floor on 24 July, 
but consideration was blocked on the ob- 
jection of Senator Henry C. Dworshak 
(R-Idaho), who contended that such a 
weighty bill (333 pages) should not be 
passed on the current calendar. 

In addition to numerous changes in 
language designed to clarify the intent 
of certain provisions, the Senate Commit- 
tee version contained five changes in sub- 
stance from the bill approved by the 
Honse on 25 June. 

Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo.), 
chairman of the personnel subcommittee, 
stated that the House Committee on 
Armed Services would recommend that 
the House reject the bill with Senate 
amendments, and seek a conference study 
of the bill. 


Senate Changes 

The report of the Committee explains 
these changes as follows: 

“(a) Increase of four-star officers from 11 
to 15, as discussed above. The question of 
top rank received careful consideration by 
your committee, as well as in the House of 
Representatives. It is believed that because 
of the present locations of important fleets 
and the rank structure of comparable navies, 
that it is desirable to expand the number of 
four-star admirals In the Navy from three to 
five. In addition, it is believed that the Army 
and Air Force should receive an increase of 
one each, The House bill specified where the 
Navy four-star personnel should be used, but 
did not provide ench language for the Army 
and Air Force, This language has now heen 
made uniform throughout the three services 
by indicating only that one each of the four- 
star officers should be assigned to positions 
as Chief of Staff of the Army, Chief of Staff 
of the Army Alr Force, Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, and Commandant of the Marine 
Corps. 

“(b) The Navy titles were amended by de- 
letion of authority to retain on active duty 
officers of the rank of Hleutenant who have 
failed the selection and who would have been 
kept on active duty until they had 20 years’ 
service and then retired as Heutenant com- 
manders, It was the belief of the committee 
that such a deviation from the normal forced- 
attrition plan of the Navy and retention of 
such a group of personnel could not fall to 
affect adversely the morale and efficiency of 
the officer personne! of the Navy. 

“(c) The bill was amended in the Navy 
titles to Insure representation of the various 
specialists on selection boards which were 
considering their officers for promotion. 

“(d) Title TV of the bill was amended to 
make it clear that the repeal of the Navy's 
authority to advance officers on the retired 
roll who had received commendations for gal- 
lantry in action did not take away any rights 
which had been earned under the present law, 
The amendment, while lengthy, ts largely of 
a clarifying nature and makes it clear that 
all officers, either Regular or Reserve, who 
have earned this right will be advanced when 
retired, based either on their temporary or 
permanent ranks, and when ordered back to 
active duty will be recalled in the rank to 
which advanced, with the exception that flag

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Develop Atomic Weapons 


The War and Navy Departments an- 
nounced the approval by General Eisen- 
hower and Admiral Nimitz of a program 
and plan of operations for the Armed 
Forces Special Weapons Project. 

The Armed Forces Special Weapons 
Project has been established as a joint 
Army-Navy organization which will dis- 
charge all military service functions re- 
lating to atomic energy. The Project has 
assumed the responsibility of carrying on 
those military service functions of the 
Manhattan Project which were retained 
under control of the Armed Forces at the 
time of turnover of the Manhattan Proj- 
ect to the Atomic Energy Commission. 
The program of the AFSWP includes 
training of special personnel, military 
participation in the development of atomic 
weapons of all types, and developing and 
effecting joint radiological safety mea- 
sures in coordination with established 
agencies. The project maintains close 
liaison with the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion through the Military Liaison Com- 
mittee. 

In June of this year, the residual func- 
tions of Joint Task Force One were in- 
corporated into the Special Weapons 
Project. JTF-1 was the combined organi- 
zation of the Armed Forces which con- 
ducted the Bikini Tests last summer. 


Headed by Gen. Groves 

The project is commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves; his Deputy is Rear Adm. 
William 8S. Varsons, Director of Atomic 
Defense for the Navy Department. Gen- 
eral Groves and Admiral [arsons are 
both members of the Military Liaison 
Committee to the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, General Groves having been ap- 
pointed to that Committee on 31 January 
1947. Admiral Parsons has been a mem- 
ber since its inception in November, 1946. 


The principal field installation of 
AFSWP is Sandia Base located at Albn- 
querque, New Mexico. It is commanded 
by Brig. Gen. Robert M. Montague, form- 
er Assistant Commandant of the Antiair- 
craft and Guided Missiles Center: at Ft. 
Bliss, Texas. 


The special attention being given to the 
development of military uses of atomic 
energy was also evidenced in the report of 
the Atomic Energy Commission submitted 
to Congress this week. In that report ap- 
peared the bare sentence: 

“The Atomic Energy Commission is 
establishing proving grounds in the Pacific 
for routine experiments and tests of 
atomic weapons.” 

There was no elaboration of this an- 
nouncement, nor would the Departments 
or the Commission comment further, but 
observers pointed out the value of having 
proving grounds located on some remote 
island, thus assuring secrecy as well as 
safety in testing weapons. 


Commission’s Report 

The Commission's report to Congress 
also stated: 

“Great effort is necessary if this country is 
to hold and extend its leadership. The con- 
tinuation, or even improvement of processes 
of present type is not enough. To rely on ex- 
isting knowledge alone could be disastrous. 
New efforts in fundamental research must be 
made comparable in intensity and breadth of 
imagination to the wartime effort which pro- 
duced the world's first nuclear chain reactor 
and first atomic bomb. The recently estab- 
lished frontiers of atomic physics must be 
greatly extended. 

“Innumerable’ technological difficulties, 
now standing astride the road of progress, 
must be overcome. More effective production 
methods must be developed. 





“We mean to maintain and increase the 
present pre-eminence of the United States in 
atomic weapons until such time as the Con- 
gress affirms that acceptable international 
agreements have been reached and the ap- 
propriate machinery has been established to 
insure that this activity can be related with- 
out endangering the nationa] security.” 


Safeguard Secrets 

The Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy is studying alterations in 
basic criminal procedure designed to per- 
mit effective prosecution of men violating 
security on atomic weapons without at the 
same time further compromising the 
atomie secret. 


After a meeting of the committee on 
22 July, Senator Bourke Hickenlooper (R- 
Iowa), committee chairman, said that the 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, David Lilienthal, had made several 
suggestions representing joint studies of 
the AEC and the Department of Justice. 


The Atomic Energy Commission “is 
making very satisfactory efforts to meet 
all its problems,” Senator Hickenlooper 
declared, “‘and progress and development 
in the enterprise is going along, I believe, 
in. a satisfactory manner.” 


Senator Hickenlooper stated on 19 July 
that he believes the scheduling of atomic 
bomb production is “proceeding in a satis- 
factory manner.” The production of bombs 
is scheduled by the recommendations of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. with whom the 
Committee met in closed session for two 
hours. 

Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, USA, has 
meanwhile issned a strong denial that he 
has encouraged a campaign to discredit 
the administration of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. “All such reports and innu- 
endoes are absolutely untrue,” the state- 
ment said. 

General Groves recalled that he was 
an early proponent of civilian control] of 
atomic energy, and recalled that in his 
testimony on the Atomic Energy Act of 
1946, he had supported provisions for 
Federal control. 





Armored-Cavalry Transfers 


Army Ground Forces this week intensi- 
fied its campaign to have tank qualified 
officers of other arms transfer to the Cav- 
alry, and at the same time urged Cavalry 
officers who are not tank-qualified to 
either become qualified or seek transfer 
out of the Cavalry. 

These actions are being urged in prepa- 
ration of the conversion of the old Cav- 
alry Arm into a strictly Armored arm. 
While the name of the proposed new Arm, 
for which legislative sanction will he 
sought at the next session of Congress, 
has not yet been fully decided. for pur- 
poses of terminology the Department re- 
fers to it as “Armored-Cavalry.” 

Under a circular (No. 94) issned last 
April (printed textually on page 839 of 
the ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL of 19 April) 
tank-qualified officers were urged to ask 
far transfer to the Cavalry. As a result 
of that Circular 500 officers already have 
requested transfer to the proposed new 
Arm. 

AGF is likewise anxious that non-tank- 
ers in the Cavalry either qualify by fill- 
ing satisfactorily an Armored assignment 
or by graduation from an appropriate 
course at the Armored School, or request 
transfer to another arm or service. Other- 
wise, they say, Cavalry officers not tank- 
qualified will find themselves at a disad- 
vantage upon occasion of reassicnment, 
since they will not be eligible for troop as- 
signment. 





Chaplain Corps Anniversary 

The 172nd Anniversary of the U. S. 
Army Corps of Chaplains on Tuesday, 29 
July will be marked with special celebra- 
tion by the Chaplain School at Carlisle 
Barracks, Pa. 

A special retreat formation will be held 
in the Old Graveyard of Carlisle, where 
Molly Pitcher, heroine of the Battle of 
Monmouth, lies buried. Here Chaplain 
(Col.) Gynther Storaasli, Commandant of 
the Chaplain School, will place a wreath 
upon the grave of Chaplain (Capt.) John 
Steel, pre-Revolutionary chaplain of the 
Second Battalion, Pennsylvania Regi- 
ment. The formation will begin with an 
invocation by Chaplain (Col.) Simpson 
B. Dougherty, ORC, war-time chaplain of 
Oliver General Hospital, Augusta, Ga., 
pastor of Grace Evangelical United 
Brethren Church of Carlisle. The bless- 
ing will be imparted by Chaplain (Maj.) 
Robert Sherry, assistant commandant of 
the school. Military personnel in attend- 
ance will be commanded by Lt. Edgar J. 
Miles, QMC, Chaplain School Detachment 
Commander. 

That same evening the staff and stu- 
dents of the Chaplain School will be hosts 
to 40 civilian and military guests at an 
anniversary dinner at the Ofticers’ Club 
on the post. Chaplain Sherry will be the 
toastmaster and Chaplain (Lt. Col.) 
Arthur C. Piepkorn, Assistant Director of 
Training of the school, will be principal 
speaker. Invited military guests include: 
Bishop William R. Arnold, New York, 
World War Chief of Chaplains and now 
a retired Maj. Gen. of the US Army; Maj. 
Gen. Thomas J. Hanley, jr., Commanding 
General, 11th Air Force; Brig.

Gen. Doolittle Calls for Air Power 


Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle, former 
commander of the Bighth Air Force in 
Europe, this week urged continued aware- 
ness of the need for air power in an Air 
Farce Day statement. 


General Doolittle’s statement follows: 


“Two years ago this Nation had the mighti- 
est military striking force in the world. Its 
crushing strength lay chiefly in a modern 
weapon—air power. 

“For those who did not see our air forces 
in action. or the results of that action, it 
may be difficult to evaluate properly the signifi- 
cance of American air superiority in the re- 
cent conflict with Germany and Japan—what 
it meant in terms of victory or defeat. But to 
those who know the true meaning and effec- 
tiveness of air power, it is clear that the fu- 
ture peace and security of the United States 
depends to a large degree upon the mainte- 
nance of American air strength and the con- 
tinuous exploration of new air frontiers. 

“This year, all airmen will observe Air Force 
Day not only as a memorial to past deeds and 
the heroic dead, but as a sought-for oppor- 
tunity to remind Americans everywhere that 
we are in an air age where events move far 


too fast for nineteenth century thinking. 


“It is my hope that Air Force Day will 
become a symbol of American progress and 
that it will serve to keep our people aware of 
the need for air power if we are to retain our 
freedom and our greatness.” 


Retirement Bill Blocked 


As Congress neared its agreed adjourn. 
ment date, 26 July, with a heavily loaded 
ealendar, advocates of the bill to grant 
Army personnel the sume privileges now 
accorded all the other Services of retiring 
in their highest temporary rank held little 
hope for its enactment at this session. 

The measure wag reported out favor. 
ably by the House Armed Services Con- 
mittee (the full text of the Committee's 
report appeared in last week’s issue of 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL). How. 
ever, it has not yet been acted upon by 
the House nor has it even been considered 
by the Senate Armed Services Committee. 

The measure includes the retirement 
privileges for the Regular Army, u sys- 
tem of forced elimination for officers of 
the Regular Army, and a plan of non-dis- 
ability retirement for the National Guard 
and for the Reserve Components of all the 
Armed Forces.

The House Committee on Ways and 
Means reported last week on HR 479, to 
refund income tax paid prior to death as 
a member of the Armed Forces. The bill 
would amend Section 421 of the Internal 
Revenue Code to provide: 

“In the case of any individual who dies on 
or after December 7, 1941, while in active 
service as a member of the military or naval 
forces of the United States or of.any of the 
other United Nations and prior to the termi- 
nation of the present war as proclaimed by the 
President— 

“(a) the tax imposed by this chapter shall 
not apply with respect to the taxable year in 
which falls the date of his death, or with re 
spect to any prior taxable year (ending on or 
after December 7, 1941) during any part of 
which he was a member of such forces; and 

“(b) the tax under this chapter and under 
the corresponding title of each prior revenue 
law for taxable years preceding those specified 
in clause (a) which is unpaid at the date of 
his death (including interest, additions to the 
tax, and additional amounts) shall not be 
assessed, and if assessed the assessment shall 
be abated, and if collected shall be credited or 
refunded as an overpayment.”

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Medical-Dental Pay Increase 


The Senate on 23 July passed the bill 
giving increased pay to Medical and Den- 
tal officers. 

In recommending enactment of the bill, 
the Senate Committee on Armed Services 
reported that it included in the measure 
those provisions it considered necessary 
to meet the existing shortage of doctors 
and dentists and omitted provisions not 
of an emergency nature. 

Portions of the Committee report are 
quoted : 

Purpose of the Bill 

“The Armed Services and the Public Health 
Service are currently experiencing great diffi 
culty in securing and retaining an adequate 
number of physicians, surgeons, and dentists. 
The purpose of the bill is to alleviate the 
shortage by offering as an inducement a salary 
increase of $100 per month to all active Regu 
lar medical and dental officers and to all non- 
Regular medical and dental officers who are 
now on duty on a volunteer status, or who 
hereafter voluntarily come on active duty dur- 
ing the 5-year period following the effective 
date of this section. It also provides authority 
to appoint qualified dentists and doctors of 
medicine in the Army and Navy in grades up 
to that of colonel in the Army and captain in 
the Navy. 

Explanation of the Provisions of Bill 

“The bill has two essential features. Title 
1 provides that commissioned medical and 
dental officers of the Army, Navy, and Public 
Health Service shall be given extra pay at a 
rate of $100 per month in addition to their 
base and longevity pay. There is a proviso that 
not more than $36,000 may be paid to any one 


officer during his life-time under this au- 
thority. This increase applies to all grades 


uniformly, and affects all active Regular offi- 
cers and all non-Regular officers now on vol- 
untary active duty, or who hereafter come on 
voluntary active duty during the 5-year pe- 
riod following the enactment of this section. 
No differentiation is made between Regular, 
Reserve, or National Guard officers. The title 
becomes effective on the first day of the first 
calendar month following its enactment, and 
is permanent law with no wartime suspension 
clause, 

“Title II permits the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, to make 
original appointments to permanent commis- 
sioned grades not above that of colonel in the 
Medical and Dental Corps of the Army, and 
captain in the Medical and Dental Corps of 
the Navy. This authority is subject to existing 
limitations governing Army and Navy 
strength, so that it does not involve any in- 
crease over totals otherwise established. The 
appointments may be made only from quali- 
fied dentists and doctors of medicine having 
such qualifications as the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe. 
The title is not made applicable to the Public 
Health Service, which already has adequate 
authority in this regard. 

History of the Bill 

“H. R. 3851 is an outgrowth of the two 
companion bills to S. 1143 and 8S. 1197 intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives. It in- 
dudes Army, Navy, and Public Health Serv- 
ice, and adopts only titles I and II of the 
original departmental bills, providing for the 
$100 monthly pay increase and for 25-per 
cent increase in pay for specialists, the latter 
limited to 20 per cent of the strength of the 
corps. Dentists were added to the physicians 
and surgeons in title I, but not in title II. 
An important feature of title I of H. R. 3851 is 
that although the $100 monthly increase ap- 
Plies to doctors and dentists now on duty, no 
hew personnel can become eligible after 2 
years. All service must be on a voluntary basis. 
The maximum amount which can be paid any 
one individual is $36,000, which is equivalent 
to $1,200 per year for a maximum of 30 years. 

“The committee are of the opinion that the 
bill reported herewith includes the measures 
Which are necessary to meet the existing emer- 
gency, and omits those provisions in other 
bills which are not of an emergency nature, 
and which can be considered at a later time. 
Specifically, the committee feel that the pro- 
Vision for 25-per cent pay increase to certified 
Specialists, as recommended in title II of each 
of the other bills considered, is not an urgent 
Procurement measure, but is part of a long- 
term program, and have accordingly not rec- 
ommended it as part of this bill. 


Present Situation 

“Following World War II, the large number 
of officers who had served with the armed 
forces was rapidly dissipated as demobiliza- 
tion progressed. In the combatant arms, and 
i the nonmedical services, it has not been 
difficult to retain a sufficient number of Vol- 
unteer officers on duty to meet postwar re- 
quirements. Furthermore, in these branches 
the program of integrating or transferring 
Wartime officers into the Regular Establish- 
ments has been quite successful because of a 
Telatively large number of applicants seeking 
Permanent commissions. 

“As regards physicians, surgeons, and den- 
tists, however, an entirely different situation 





has developed. Not only has it been impossible 
to induce adequate numbers of these indi- 
viduals to remain on active duty on a tempo- 
rary, volunteer status, but efforts to induce 
them to accept commissions in the Regular 
Establishments have been unsuccessful. The 
War Department has a requirement for 6,000 
medical officers, based on its present authorized 
interim strength of 1,070,000. This require- 
ment will drop to 5,000 as the Army decreases 
to a strength of 875,000. As of June 30, 1947, 
the actual strength in medical officers was ap- 
proximately 5,000, consisting of 1,100 Regu- 
lars, 800 Reserve officers on voluntary active 
duty and 3,100 non-Volunteers. The fact that 
there are only 1,100 Regulars, as against an 
authorized strength of 3,000 is highly signifi- 
cant. Because of numerous resignations, 
coupled with the failure of the integration 
program, the Regular Army Medical Depart- 
ment has actually decreased in strength dur- 
ing the very period when every effort was 
being made to increase its strength. 

“Of the 800 Reserve officers on voluntary 
extended active duty, only 600 have agreed 
to serve for the duration of the war period. 
The 3,100 non-volunteers are young doctors 
who were trained at Government expense, and 
who are obligated to serve for a period of 2 
years. All of these are eligible for separation 
not later than April 1948. In addition, there 
are approximately 3,000 graduates from the 
Army specialized training program who are 
currently completing their internship and resi- 
dency training. The last of this group will 
become available for duty with the Army in 
July 1947 for their 2-year period of obligatory 
service. Two thousand three hundred and fifty 
of them will be called to duty in July and 
September of 1947, and the remainder dur- 
ing the first half of 1948. As these individuals 
complete their 2-year period of service and re- 
turn to civil life, the Army will find itself 
short a total of 3,700 medical officers by June 
30, 1949, and 4,400 by June 30, 1950, or over 
60 per cent. These figures are based on the 
assumption that the authority to retain these 
individuals on active duty for the 2-year pe- 
riod without regard to their personal wishes 
will not be rendered inoperative. 

“A quite similar situation exists in the Navy. 
Resignations, retirements, and procurement 
difficulties have produced approximately the 
same effect as in the Army. It is significant 
that there were but four applicants for ap- 
pointment in the Navy Medical Corps entrance 
examination in June 1947. Out of an au- 
thorized Medical Corps strength of 3,798 the 
Navy has an actual strength of 3,513 medical 
officers, including 476 on duty with the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, or an actual shortage 
of 761 in on-board strength. On 1 July 1948, 
the projected shortage will approximate 1,522 
out of an authorized 3,788; on 1 July 1949, 
the projected shortage will approximate 1,950 
out of an estimated authorized strength of 
3,000, or over 60 per cent. 

“The situation in the Public Health Service 
is comparable to that facing the Army and 
Navy. The present shortage is slightly more 
than 40 per cent. It should be noted that un- 
der the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 the 
doctors and dentists in the Public Health 
Service receive the same pay as Army and 
Navy officers of comparable rank, which fact 
accounts for their being included in this bill. 

“As regards dentists, the situation is not 
so acute as is the case with physicians and 
surgeons. However, the witnesses appearing 
before this committee testified that an equally 
serious shortage of dentists is impending in 
the immediate future, which prompt remedial 
action at this time may avert. 


Causes of Present Conditions 


“The most important cause of the condi- 
tions outlined above is the fact that doctors 
and dentists find private practice financially 
much more attractive than the present pay 
scale in the armed services. In private prac- 
tice the average physician or surgeon with 
less than 3 years experience can anticipate 
an annual net income of $5,600, as contrasted 
with a first lieutenant’s pay and allowances 
totaling $3,804. In the 4- to 7-year bracket 
he can anticipate a net income of $8,000, con- 
trasted with a major’s pay and allowances 
totaling about $6,000. In the 8- to 12-year 
bracket, $9,700 as contrasted with a lieutenant 
colonel’s net income of $7,201. The civilian 
practitioner, with no specialist designation, 
reaches his peak of $10,500 in the 13- to 17- 
year bracket, which may be contrasted with the 
$8,104 paid a colonel. Specialists in private 
practice receive a much higher return averag 
ing about $11,800. 

“The financial pattern is mace still more 
unfavorable when it is considered that the 
medical student must not only pay more for his 
education, but, since his education takes 5 
years longer, he foregoes the income that the 
average college graduate makes during that 
same 5-year period. Actually, the $36,000 addi- 
tional salary which will be paid the medical 
and dental officer if the bill is enacted, merely 
compensates him for the additional expense 
of his education, and for the 5 years of lest 
earning power which result from his longer 
period of academic training. 

“A final consideration is the fact that the 
present shortage of doctors in civil life can 
be expected to continue for some extended pe- 
riod of time.”

Following is the text of the letter: 

“I am submitting my resignation as Secre- 
tary of War, to take effect not later than 
24 July. 

“As you know, I could not see my way clear 
to leave until the issue of reorganization of 
the military establishment was resolved, I 
have done everything in my power to pro- 
mote the unity of the armed forces, 

“Now that it appears that the organization 
law is about to be enacted in final form, the 
time has come to lay down the duties I have 
borne for seven years as Assistant Secretary, 
Under-Secretary and Secretary of War. 

“I cannot leave without expressing my deep 
gratitude for the trust and confidence you 
have always given me, as well as my appre- 
ciation for the inspiring leadership you have 
furnished.” 

Secretary Patterson, questioned at a 
farewell press conference 24 July, said 
that he considered unified command, the 
officer promotion bill, the bill for procure- 
ment of medical officers, and Universal 
Military Training the matters before Con- 
gress most sorely needed by the War De- 
partment.

President’s Letter 

President Truman, accepting the resig- 
nation, said that he had never accepted 
one with “more poignant regret.” 

Following is the text of the President’s 
letter : 

“Your letter this date leaves me no choice 
but to accept your resignation as Secretary 
of War, effective at the close of business 24 
July. Never have I accepted a resignation 
from the Government service with more poig- 
nant regret, I yield to your desire only be- 
cause I can no longer in good conscience ask 
you to stay on. 

“It is hard for me to find the proper words 
with which to describe the character of your 
service to our country. It has been magnifi- 
cent, It has been utterly selfless. I saw a 
great deal of your work when I was head of 
the Senate Committee to Investigate the Na- 
tional Defense program and you were Under 
Secretary of War. 

“You then had charge of procurement of 
supplies for the Army. How well you acquit- 
ted yourself in that vital task is attested by 
the results, When Secretary (Henry L.) Stim- 
son resigned I was comfortable in the know!l- 
edge that the administration of the War De- 
partment would be carried on with the same 
zeal and efficiency that he had demonstrated. 
Again, the results prove the truth of this con- 
viction. 

“T want to add, Bob, that I value, more than 
words can tell, the friendship that has grown 
up between us. The official loss of your ser- 
vices is also to me a deep personal loss. 

“I want to feel free to call on you from time 
to time for counsel.” 

The recent resignation of Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Howard C. Petersen, ef- 
fective 31 July, and Secretary Patterson's 
resignation leave Secretary Royall and 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air Sym- 
ington holding the top civilian posts in the 
War Department. 

Gen. Bradley Tours Army 

President Truman also announced that 
General Omar N. Bradley, Veterans Ad- 
ministrator, will take a six-week leave be- 
ginning early in August to inspect Amer- 
ican troops and Army installations in the 
European and Mediterranean theaters. 
While the White House and War epart- 


} ment treated this move as a routine matter 


it is generally a step toward General 
Bradley's succeeding to the post of Chief 
of Staff when General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower leaves next year 
to become president of Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, the 
sole remaining wartime Cabinet member, 
made the following statement on the res- 
ignation of Secretary Patterson: 

“Everyone in the Government, whether in 
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the Executive or Legislative branches, will 
share the President's expression of profound 
regret at the resignation of Robert P. Pat- 
terson as Secretary of War. He has been a 
great public servant.” 

Among the many Senators and Repre- 
sentatives lauding Secretary Patterson's 
service to the nation was Representative 
Kefauver (D-Tenn.) who said: 

“His sincerity, earnestness, unselfishness, 
and remarkable knowledge of the over-all 
problem of the armed services convinced me 
that America was most fortunate in having 
him in the position of Under Secretary of 
War. Since that time I have followed his 
career with interest and appreciation * * * I 
feel that Judge Patterson is truly one of the 
great men of America.” 

Secretary Patterson practiced law in 
New York City until his appointment by 
President Hoover as Judge of the United 
States District Court, Southern New 
York District, in 1980. In 1939 he was 
appointed by President Roosevelt to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Second Circuit, where he served 
until his appointment as Assistant Secre- 
tary of War 31 July 1940. Upon approval 
of the act creating the Office of Under 
Secretary of War, he at once was chosen 
for the position. He was appointed to suc- 
ceed Henry L. Stimson as Secretary of 
War 18 Sept. 1945. 

New Geovetary 

Kenneth C. Royall was born at Golds- 
boro, N. C., 24 July 1894. He was gradu- 
ated from the University of North Caro- 
lina with the degree of Bachelor of Arts 
in 1914 and from Harvard University 
Law School in 1917 with the degree of 
Bachelor of Laws. He was a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa and Delta Kappa Pp- 
silom Fraternities. He served as an editor 
of Harvard Law Review 1915-17. 

In May 1917 he entered the Officers’ 
Training Camp at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., 
and was commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant in the Field Artillery Reserve 15 Aug. 
1917. He was assigned to the 317th Field 
Artillery at Camp Jackson, 8S. C. On 17 
Jan. 1918, he was promoted to first lieu- 
tenant (temporary). 

He attended the Field Artillery School 
at Fort Sill, Okla., from April until June 
1918, then returned to the 317th Field Ar- 
tillery. He also attended the 81st Division 
Liaison School at Camp Jackson, 8. C. 

In August 1918 he sailed for France 
with the 317th Field Artillery, serving 
overseas until Jan., 1919. Upon his return 
to the United States, he was honorably 
discharged on 25 Feb. 1919. 

In civilian life, he practiced law in 
North Carolina and in 1987 became head 
of the legal firm of Royall, Gosney and 
Smith at Raleigh and Goldsboro, N. C. 
He is a member of the North Carolina 
Bar Association, the American Bar Asso- 
ciation and the American Law Institute, 
and was president of North Carolina Bar 
Association 1929-30. He served in North 
Carolina State Senate in 1927 and was 
chairman of the Banking Committee, 

On 5 June 1942, he was commissioned 
a colonel (temporary) in the Army of the 
United States and named Chief of the 
Legal Section, Fiscal Division, Headquar- 
ters, Services of Supply (redesignated 
Army Service Forces), in Washington, 
D. C. In May 1943 he was made Deputy 
Fiscal Director, Army Service Forces, 
Washington, D. C., and was promoted to 
brigadier general (temporary) 3 Nov. 
1943. In April 1945 he became Special As- 
sistant to the Secretary of War, and 
9 Nov. 1945, took the oath of office as 
Under Secretary of War, having been re- 
lieved from active duty the previous day. 


Sec. Royall’s Views 

Secretary Royall’s views on Army pol- 
icy were expressed in a recent speech be- 
fore the Command and General Staff Col- 
lege: 

“As you are well aware, sound military 
planning must be based on carefully calcu- 
lated assumptions. Today the projection of 
military thinking into the future seems to 
many to hold more difficulties than ever be- 
fore in our military history. The possibility 
of domestic attack is only one new factor. 
Another element—and one which confuses and 
complicates our military thinking today—is 
the atomic bomb, a weapon used sparingly in 
the past war and one whose fal! potentiali- 
ties are yet to be realized. 

“Even if we assume that the atomic bomb 
will be used in quantity by all the partici- 
pants in any future war, we would still need 
air forces, and land forces and sea forces.

The impact of 
his character, his wise counsel, his splendid 
leadership and unstinted willingness to devote 
his time, energy, and fine talents to the affairs 
of the Association have been an inspiration to 
his associates and have left a lasting mark 
which will constitute an enduring contribu- 
tion to the continued success and welfare of 
the Association. 

“The Board of Directors extends to General 
Ireland its sincere wish that he may enjoy 
many years of good health, happiness, and 
usefulness. 

“(Signed) John K. Herr, Edward F. Witsell, 
John P. Dinsmore, Robert H. Dunlop, DeVere 
P. Armstrong, Herbert G. Sparrow.” 

Following the acceptance of Major Gen- 
eral Ireland’s resignation, the Board of 
Directors elected Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, 
formerly Chief of Cavalry, as president 
and Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, as di- 
rector to succeed General Ireland. 
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New Communication Device 

The Optiphone, a device which permits 
telephone communication over a narrow 
beam of white or dark red light, was dis- 
played to the public for the first time at a 
recent Signal Corps exhibit at Atlantic 
City, N. J. 

The equipment, developed by the Signal 
Corps Engineering Laboratories, Bradley 
Beach, N. J., was used successfully to- 
ward the end of the war by General Pat- 
ton’s Third Army. It was designated as 
telephone link equipment, or for point-to- 
point communication where laying of 
wire lines was impossible or impractical 
and where radio silence was necessary. 
The Optiphone provides single-channel, 
two-way, break-in speech communication 
and consists of an optical unit, a control 
unit, a storage battery, and a field tele- 
phone. 





New Enlisted Retirement Policy 


The War Department has promulgated 
the following policy concerning enlisted 
retirements in Section VII, War Depart- 
ment Circular 183: 

VII. RETIREMENH, EM.—Effective on and 
after this date an applicant for retirement 
under provisions of section II, AR 615-395, 
who has more than 20 but less than 30 years’ 
service at time of entering current enlistment 
and has not served a minimum of 1 year under 
his current enlistment, to be eligible for such 
retirement shall be required to pay to the 
United States a sum equal to the amount of 
the enlistment allowance received by him upon 
entering his current enlistment.

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Comments on Army Bill

Maj., CAC: “I oppose the bill as drafted. 
This new bill raises a question in m mind 
This new bill raises a question in my mind 
in regards to security, When an officer is no 
longer desired in active service, would 244% 
per active year served be too much in compen- 
sation? Regardless of number of years 
served ?” 

Maj., Inf.: “In order to eliminate the per- 
sonal element recommend that records be 
submitted to promotion board with only a 
number to identify them, without names, and 
board recommendations be received before fi- 
nal decision.” 

Capt., FD: “I oppose the bill as drafted. 
This bill will result in promotion of only 
those officers whom the senior or Command- 
ing Officer favors, and will remove all personal 
initiative in that it will force officers to be 
yes officers to ever get a promotion. A good 
example of this was in the past war, where 
the ‘fair-haired’ boys zoomed to the top.” 

Lt. Col., FA: “I oppose the bill as drafted. 
In my opinion it will promote ‘politics’ of the 
worst sort and tend to place complete con- 
trol of the officer personnel in the hands of 
the ‘West Point Protective Assn.’ and the 
‘Army Families.’ I hold no grudge against 
West Point or West Pointers, In fact, I hope 
to send one of my boys there. I have all the 
rank (Col., ORC) I ever expect to get and am 
in no way disgruntled, so have no personal 
axe to grind; just think I know how the 
system would work.” 

Capt., CAC: “I oppose the bill as drafted. 
The part I oppose is that which initially pro- 
motes officers with outstanding war records. 
How could a war record be evaluated? How 
could it possibly be fair? Appears it would 
be promotion by politics alone.” 

Capt., PC: “I oppose the bill as drafted. 
(1) Conducive to ‘apple polishing.’ (2) Places 
one’s entire security in hands of direct su- 
perior officer.”

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Training Pay of Reservists 

Legislation authorizing inactive-duty 
training pay for all members of the Re. 
serve Corps of the Army on a uniform 
basis with other Reserve components of 
all the Armed Services has been reported 
favorably to both houses of Congress. 

The Senate Committee on Armed 
Services reported favorably on 8S. 1174 
and the House Committee on Armed Sery- 
ices reported the identical bill, as pro- 
posed by the War Department, as HR 
3227. The report of the House Committee 
explains the measure as follows: 

“The purpose of the bill is to standardize 
inactive training pay for all Reserve compo. 
nents of the various services and also to grant 
such inactive duty training pay to Army 
Reservists. 

“The major departure in the legislation is 
the legislation is the giving of this pay to 
the Army Reserves, including enlisted men. 
Such pay has been granted by the Congress 
heretofore to members of the National Guard 
and the Naval and Marine Corps Reserves. Its 
extension to Army Reservists, in addition to 
expanded training, results in the greatly in- 
creased cost this legislation will incur—some 
$117,000,000 when the program is fully im- 
plemented. 

“The committee considers the need for this 
pay to be apparent, even though it is un- 
fortunate that the country must resort to it. 
The Army and Navy must maintain active Re 
serve components, or else, in time of war 
emergency, the Nation will have to depend 
exclusively upon the Regular services for its 
defense. They are patently incapable of doing 
such a job alone. So, in order to vitalize the 
National Guard and Reserve components, to 
get more people to participate so that they 
will fit promptly and effectively into the mo- 
bilization-day plans of the armed forces, inac- 
tive duty pay is to be given each participant at 
the rate of one-thirtieth of 1 month’s base and 
longevity pay for each training period of two 
or more hours. The bill contemplates (though 
it is unspecified) that 48 such periods will be 
authorized annually for National Guard units 
and for the fully organized Reserve units, 
known as class A units. For class B and class 
C Reserve units of the Army, these units be 
ing less well organized and planned to serve 
a different mobilization-day function, 24 such 
paid periods per year will be authorized. Such 
specialists as pilots, radar technicians, medical 
people, and so forth, will also be able to earn 
inactive duty training pay when the standards 
specified by the Secretaries are met. 

“This bill is drafted largely on the plan of 
the Naval Reserve Act of 1938, which av- 
thorized inactive-duty pay to the naval re- 
servists. The legislation is based on the con- 
cept that the next war, if there is one, will 
come swiftly and that, at that time, there must 
be immediately available a reasonably well 
trained civilian corps of officers to take the 
field with the Regular services and to conduct 
the mobilization of the wartime force. The 
Army’s expectation is that, in the event of 
war, the first 8 or 9 months after it begins 
are likely to be the most critical phase. The 
success with which the country can weather 
these early months will have to depend largely 
upon the readiness and effectiveness of the 
National Guard and the Organized Reserve 
Corps. The Regular services can only attempt 
to defend outlying bases and provide a small 
nucleus and framework for the formation of 
new units and the great service expansion to 
follow.” 





Army Confirmations 
The Senate on 19 July confirmed the 
nominations of 1,925 officers for promo- 
tion in the Regular Army.

The Naval 
administration, the President said, will 
be on an “interim basis” until control 
ean be given a civilian agency of the 
Government “at the earliest practicable 
moment.” 

Mr. Truman terminated the existing 
military government of the Pacific is- 
lands through executive order. The trus- 
teeship agreement for the islands was 
approved last 2 April by the United Na- 
tions Security Council, and _ shortly 
thereafter officially sanctioned by Con- 
gress. 

The islands included in the agreement 
are the Marshalls, the Carolines, and the 
Marianas, all captured by the United 
States from Japan during World War 
II. They had been held by Germany un- 
til the peace settlement of World War I, 
when they were mandated to Japan. 

The executive order, while it estab- 
lished the Secretary of the Navy as tem- 
porary policy chief for the area, pro- 
vides that the authority in the agreement 
enabling this country to “close any areas 
for security reasons” shall be shared 
jointly by the Secretary of the Navy and 
the Secretary of State. 

The order also states that all relations 
between departments or agencies of the 
Government and appropriate offices of 
the United Nations involving the trust 
territory shall also be handled by the 
Secretary of State. 

The trusteeship agreement requires the 
United States to enact proper legislation 
to put the plan into eflect. Mr. Truman 
said in his statement that “this respon- 
sibility falls primarily on the Congress 
of the United States,” but he added: 

“In order to assist the Congress in this 
task, I have asked the Department of 
State to prepare, in consultation with 
other interested departments, sugges- 
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tions for organic legislation for the trust 
territory. It is expected that these sug- 
gestions will be ready for presentation 
to the Congress at the next session.” 

The President said he had sent letters 
to Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, presi- 
dent pro tempore of the Senate, and 
Representative Joseph W. Martin, jr., 
Speaker of the House, setting forth 
recommendations for the future adminis- 
tration of Guam, American Samoa and 
the trust territory which had been agreed 
upon by the Secretaries of State, War, 
Navy and Interior. 





Navy Postgraduate School Bills 

The Senate this week passed and sent 
to the President H.R. 1379, legislation that 
provides for establishing by law a Post- 
graduate School in the Navy, a function 
that has been carried on without legisla- 
tive enactment up to the present time. An 
advanced curriculum is being prepared to 


scientific training visioned necessary for 
possible future emergencies. The School 
will have a separate faculty made up 
partly of civilian professors and other ci- 
vilian members. 

Plans call for the attendance at the 
school of all junior officers upon comple- 
tion of their first tour of sea duty “which 
will normally occur at their first 7 years 
of commissioned service.” Reservists 
transferred to the Regular Navy will 
have their share of attention “In order 
that they may attain a position of parity 
in educational and professional qualifica- 
tions with officers of equivalent rank who 
are graduates of the Naval Academy.” 

Also passed by the Senate has been S. 
229, and by the House, H.R. 1341, bills 
that provide authorization for the acquir- 
ing of real property and the altering of 
existing facilities at a cost not to exceed 
$2,500,000, for the transfer of the present 
postgraduate locale from Annapolis to 
Monterey, Calif. 





Inspect Active Navy Ships 

Ships of the active fleets will be sub- 
jected to inspection at regular intervals at 
the direction of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

A letter to Atlantic and Pacific Fleet 
Commanders states that inspections con- 
cerned with operational readiness, admin- 
istrative methods, and material condition 
will be made during the training cycle of 
ships and aireraft squadrons. For ships, 
this is the period between two regular 
yard overhauls. 

Grading will be based on readiness of 
personnel and material of the ship to meet 
requirements of current and prospective 
missions, particularly those the ships 
might be called upon to perform in war- 
time. 

The type commander or designated sub- 
ordinate will make final grading. In gen- 
eral, grading will be made on a basis of 
outstanding, excellent, good, satisfactory, 
and unsatisfactory. 
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NATS Sets Efficiency Mark 

‘The Naval Air Transport Service at- 
tained a new record low of flight can- 
cellations—only 179 of 1,868 scheduled 
flights or 9.6 per cent—during the month 
of June. 

In delays also, a new low of 9.6 per 
cent was attained. This is the best figure 
in the 20 months during which these 
statistics have been kept. These marks 
were amassed during a total of 42,000,- 
000 passenger-miles, 3,089,000 cargo ton- 
miles, and 191,000 mail ton-miles. 

The monthly load factor figures for 
January through June were 80%, 78%, 
81%, 83%, 85%, and 85%. Puring the 
month, NATS Ferry Squadrons delivered 
86 new aircraft and 889 used aircraft for 
a total of 975. 

There were five accidents, in one of 
which the plane was a total loss, and no 
fatalities. 

The June report of GCA Unit #19 at 
NAS, Oakland, shows 27 approaches by 
NATS planes. Of these, 19 were seaplane 
(JRM) approaches, of which 18 were 
simulated and one instrument. GCA Unit 
#19 has a total of 3,888 successful ap- 
proaches to its credit. 


Release 1,000 Naval Officers 

The immediate release of 1,000 Naval 
Reserve and Temporary officers to in- 
active duty, made necessary by budget 
limitations, was announced 22 July by 
the Navy Department. 

An announcement (Alnay 163) said the 
reduction will be accomplished in the 
following manner: 

“By separating approximately 500 Reserve 
line officers now on active duty, including a 
small number of Wave officers; 

“By separating approximately 300 Tempo- 
rary USN line officers who in most cases will 
be members of the Fleet Reserve, or those 
having over 30 years of service, and 





“By reverting to a non-commissioned 
status approximately 200 Temporary line 
Warrant Officers.” 

The announcement continued: 

“Officers concerned will be notified in- 


dividually and orders will provide for com- 
pletion of terminal leaves by 1 Oct., or as 
soon thereafter as practicable. It is expected 
that all officers concerned will receive notifi 
cation not later than 15 Aug.” 

The releases will lower the number 
of Naval officers on active duty from 
47,000 to 46,000. 





Rewrite Naval Reserve Act 

A complete revision of the Naval Re- 
serve Act of 1938, which the Navy De- 
partment hopes to present to Congress for 
approval next year, will be undertaken by 
a joint board of Regular and Reserve of- 
ficers. 

Naval Reservists were invited to par- 
ticipate in the revision at the request of 
Secretary Forrestal. The Naval Reserve 
Act of 1938 is the legislative authority for 
employment of Reservists, and includes 
provisions governing their promotion and 
retirement. 








Comments on Navy Bill 

The following comments on the Nayy 
Department's proposed promotion bij] 
have been received by the ARMY ANp 
NAVY JOURNAL.

“The joint promotion Dill, 
which was reported out of Committee on

“Section 304. This section provides for mak- 
ing permanent the temporary lineal promo- 
tion list now in existence in the line and 
staff corps of the Navy and in the Marine 
Corps. A determined effort was made in sub- 
committee by two members to have this see. 
tion modified by a proviso, which would re- 
quire the Secretary of the Navy to convene 
selection boards to examine into the records 
of all officers, who were passed over for selec- 
tion (regardless of the number of times passed 
over), and recommend officers, who suffered 
injustice by reason of the wartime temporary 
promotion system to be promoted or adjusted 
in lineal position, 

“BuPers representatives assured the Com- 
mittee that all cases of injustice had been 
corrected and invited their attention to the 
Jones Board (a board of three admirals to 
examine into cases of officers passed over 
only once), which adjusted the lineal positions 
of a number of officers, principally by restor 
ing them to a position at the end of the class 
in which they were located on the lineal posi- 
tion list at the time of selection, on the theory 
that with several classes promoted by one 
board, they lost an inordinate amount of 
numbers. 

“The fact that a portion of all of the officers 
passed over during the war were reconsid- 
ered by the Jones Board and some of them 
were adjusted in lineal position proves that 
the Navy Department realized that injustices 
did occur, To consider only a small percentage 
of officers who failed of promotion while neg- 
lecting others is an obvious inequity and 
injustice to those not so considered. 

“The facts are there are still a number of 
injustices remaining, because: 

“1. When officers came up the second time, 
their records were still not complete, 

“2. When finally promoted by Selection 
Panel in November 1945 many officers lost 
numbers equivalent to those they would have 
lost if they had appeared before seven statu 
tory selection boards, 





Navy Surveys Pacific Scrap 

Following a survey of Navy scrap ac 
cumulation in the Pacific Ocean Area, a 
special committee appointed by Secretary 
Forrestal has found 165,500 tons of scrap 
in Guam, Subie Bay, and Manila “physi- 
cally feasible to return.” 

The committee found 15,000 tons main- 
ly of unserviceable military vehicles and 
unserviceable landing craft in Guam, 
101,500 tons in Subic Bay consisting 
mostly of ships and landing craft, and 
50,000 tons of shore scrap in Manila. 

The committee also found a total of 
115,000 tons of scrap which it considered 
“not physically feasible to return.” This 
total includes 100,000 tons of sunken 
ships in Manila harbor—S84 ships of both 
Japanese and American origin.

The final victory overseas—as we! as possible 
defense at home—would always require men 
and arms. Transportation of troops and ma- 
terial — and of the atomic weapons — would 
still be necessary.” 

“Our strategic plans and our tactics for de- 
fense and offense must take into account all 
reasonable contingencies. And you know bet- 
ter than I how greatly this extends the field 
of military preparedness, how it enlarges in 
numbers and in variety the troops and equip- 
ment we need—how it expands the size and 
expense of the requisite military establish- 
ment—how it multiplies and complicates the 
problems of our security planning.” 

Following are excerpts from other 
speeches of Secretary Royall: 

“For the sake of our national safety we 
must stay ahead of the rest of the world in 
pew development — new development of 
planes, ships, guns, bombs, gases, germs, 
weapons of all kinds. We must produce for 
our fighting men arms and ammunition that 
are well ahead of those of other nations both 
in time and in design—so that, no matter what 
the place or the environment or the circu:- 
stances, the military effectiveness of the 
American soldier will be as great as human 
ingenuity can make it.” 

“I recommend to you a final—and I believe 
the most important — method of preserving 
peace today, the maintenance of an adequate 
military establishment—one strong enough to 
let the world know—know with assurance— 
.that we can protect our nation against any 
force that can be launched against it, that we 
ean fulfill our military commitments to the 
United Nations, that we can stop aggression 
whether it be sudden or creeping.” 

“It is hard for me to see how any thinking 
American—be he veteran or non-veteran—can 
question the need for us to maintain a milli- 
tary force adequate to defend our nation 
against attack, and—what is really more tin- 
portant—adequate to convince every nation 
of the world that we can successfully wage 
any war against any foe and that whenever 
it becomes necessary, we can put an end to 
aggression and aggrandizement.” 


True “Unification” Defined 


Denying the need for an “over-riding 
military procurement merger.” Vice Adm. 
Robert B. Carney, USN, DCNO(TLoasgis- 
tics) asserted on 19 July that “what we 
need most is unification at the top level 
where our foreign policy can be realisti- 
cally shaped in terms of our national 
capabilities.” 

Admiral Carney was addressing the 
American Legion state convention at 
Appleton, Wisc. His remarks on unifica- 
tion were regarded as expressive of the 
present Navy view on what unification 
should be. He declared: 

“There are many elements to strength— 
strength in resources, industrial strength, 
strength of spirit, the strength of moral con- 
viction, the strength of purposeful unity— 
and, of course, military strength. 

“Military strength is essential, yes, but it 
can not be measured in terms of men and 
weapons alone. Back of the armed forces there 
must be all those national strengths; there 
must be a national organization that fosters 
right thinking, and is capable of applying all 
of our resources in support of our national 
purpose. 

“We need a unification which will do these 
things—not a blind merger that will find some 
bomber pilot controlling the design and test- 
ing and supply of equipment for the ground 
and sea forces—not the merger that will stul- 
tify the highly specialized skills acquired the 
hard way by our air, sea, and ground fighters. 
As a matter of fact, unification of the armed 
forces is-only a piece in the total prepared- 
Bess mosaic, What we need most is unification 
at the top level where our foreign policy 
ean be realistically shaped in terms of our 
national capabilities. We need a National 
Security Council and a National Resources 
Board. We need organized planning wisdom 
at the very top, and we need the machinery 
to coordinate all of the civilian and military 
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HB Navy has been asked to assume 

immediately all responsibility for 
aids to navigation at Advance Navy Bases 
beyond the limits of areas where the 
Coast Guard aids to navigation function 
is covered by existing legislation or ex- 
ecutive orders. 

This action became necessary as the 
result of curtailed operations required 
by cuts in Coast Guard appropriations 
below budget estimates. Insofar as ap- 
propriations permit, the Coast Guard will 
continue its responsibility for aids to 
navigation within areas for which leg- 
islative and executive authority now 
exist. 

The Commandant, in a letter to the 
Chief of Naval Operations, stated that 
except for loran, the Coast Guard will 
continue its responsibility only within 
the following areas: 

Pacific Ocean Areas 

“(a) Territory of Alaska. 

“(b) Territory of Hawaii, 

“(c) Midway Islands, 

“(d) Guam Island according to arrange- 
ments whereby the Navy performs work on 
a reimbursable basis with occasional inspec- 
tion by the Coast Guard. If the Coast Guard 
continues loran in the Western Pacific, it 
will, insofar as practicable, assist in aids to 
navigation work at Guam as a collateral 


duty to loran logistics, 

“(e) American Samoan Islands according 
to present arrangements whereby the Navy 
performs work on a reimbursable basis with 
occasional inspections by the Coast Guard. 

“(f) Cape Mala Light and Radiobeacon, 
Canal Zone. 

Atlantic Ocean Areas 

“(a) Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 

“(b) Puerto Rico and adjacent American 
waters, 

“(c) American Virgin Islands, 

“(d) Cristobal Mole Radiobeacon, Canal 
Zone, according to present arrangements 
whereby Navy operates station and Coast 
Guard provides equipment maintenance 
through periodic servicing. 

“(e) The Coast Guard will assist in aids 
to navigation work at other Advance Navy 
Bases in Caribbean area, insofar as practica- 
ble as a collateral duty to regular Coast 
Guard functions in the area.” 

This list covers only territories of the 
United States. In former Jap-held islands 
where navigational aids are desired, the 
Navy will be obliged to establish and 
maintain its own tending services. 

H. R. 3494, to establish the permanent 
commissioned Coast Guard officer per- 
sonnel strength and to authorize the com- 
missioning of former BMIN inspectors in 
the Regular Establishment, was passed 
by the Senate on 17 July and sent to the 
President. 





effort in furtherance of National Security 
plans, 

“In my humble opinion, we do not need any 
over-riding military procurement merger, We 
already have such an efficient system that 
about 52 per cent of all the Navy's equipment 
is procured under single-service -purchase. 
Eighteen per cent may be susceptible to co- 
ordination—it is being studied. The remain- 
ing 30 per cent involves technical equipment 
which only the Navy can state the need for, 
design, test, and use. The user Services must 
retain control of those things which are 
peculiar to their own needs and necessary to 
the success of their own particular operations, 
The Services have that sort of essential con- 
trol now, and they long ago saw the wisdom 
of unified purchasing for common-use items. 
Hence, any demand for that particular phase 
of unification comes a little late. 

“But that is only a minor part of the larger 
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structure. The important thing is unified 
thinking, planning, and coordination among 
the key men of Government, For they must 
compare what we would like to do with what 
we are able to do. They must choose between 
therapy and surgery—or doing nothing at all. 
They must be able to use our resources to 
the best advantage when they have decided 
on a course of action, True, national unifica- 
tion is what Ils most urgently needed.”

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Conversion of Naval Vessels 


The Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices hag reported favorably on 8, 1215, 
authorizing the conversion of certain 
Naval vessels without regard to the 
amount which may be spent for this pur 
pose during any 18-month period. The 
Committee stated in its report : 

“The Navy, at, the present time, desires to 
develop prototype vessels in certain categories 
to. incorporate the latest technological develop- 
ments and methods in naval warfare. They 
presently have authority under various bits of 
legislation to effect such conversions. For ex- 
ample, under their present authority to main 
tain vessels of the Navy, they can make com 
versions at the present time up to a maximum 
of $450,000 in any 18-month period, which, 
however, includes any repairs that might be 
necessary during that period. This is in ac 
cordance with Forty-ninth Statute, 482; but 
by Public Law 604, of the Seventy-ninth Con 
gress, the $450,000 limitation was removed in 
time of war and until the end of the first fisca) 
year thereafter. In addition to this authority, 
the Naval Appropriations Act of 1947 further 
suspended for that year this limitation. How- 
ever, the Navy feels that it is desirable that 
the Congress specifically approve their making 
conversions they have in mind. Further, the 
enactment of this bill will permit the conver 
sion of the vessels concerned without the nec 
essity of coming to the Congress for specific 
authority in the case of each vessel or type 
of vessel.”

Navy about'1 Nov. 
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The Air Transport Command 
By MAJ. GEN. ROBERT W. HARPER, USA 
Commanding General, ATO 

HE 40th anniversary of the AAF on 

1 Aug. 1947, marks the sixth year of 
operation for its Air Transport Command. 
Brought into being to meet the logistical 
demands of a global World War II, the 
Air Transport Command grew to the 
greatest air transportatign organization 
ever devised. As requirements shrunk 
following victory, the Air Transport 
Command modified its air lift operations, 
but assumed new responsibilities by in- 
corporating into its organization the addi- 
tional air support functions of communi- 
cations, weather, rescue and flight ser- 
vice. 

Military air transportation is still a ma- 
jor task for the Air Transport Command, 
and is carried out by its Atlantic and 
Pacific Divisions. Headquartered at Ft. 





Totten, New York, the Atlantic Division“ 


operates scheduled flights into Europe and 
the Middle East in support of the United 
States occupation forces, as well as a 
scheduled operation into South America. 
The Pacific Division, from its Hickam 
Field, T. H.,- Headquarters, furnishes 
scheduled air transportation services to 
the Pacific Theater of Occupation and to 
the Alaskan area. Continentally, the Air 
Transport Command operates an inter- 
locking air transport service between the 
major AAF depots, Air Bases and Ports 
of Aerial Embarkation. Although func- 
tional in operation, the primary mission of 
the air lift phase is to provide the,necs- 
sary training in techniques, skills and 
procedures required to meet a national 
emergency. 

In order to form an integrated air sup- 
port organization within the AAF, the 
Airways and Air Communication Service, 
the Air Weather Service, the Air Rescue 
Service and Flight Service have been in- 
corporated into the Air Transport Com- 
mand organization. A brief summariza- 
tion of each Service’s mission will illus- 
trate the advisability of this integration. 

The Airways and Air Communication 
Service, as the name implies, maintains 
and operates airways communication 
facilities for the AAF, Among its func- 
tions, it furnishes the AAF with radio 
navigation aids, disseminates vital wea- 
ther data, establishes voice contacts and 
hearings for aircraft and operates the 
Ground Controlled Approach landing 
system which has become such an aid to 
air safety. This organization has grown 
from a mere handful of men operating 
military air base control towers to an or- 
ganization with stations throughout the 
world. One wing engaged in continental 
operations, one in the European zone, one 
group in Alaska, a group in each of the 
North and South Atlantic areas and a 
wing in the Pacific zone, carry out its 
world-wide communication operations. 

Early in World War II, it was realized 
that air rescue facilities were a necessity. 
The Air Rescue Service is the outcome of 
the search and rescue methods developed 
in World War II. With crews trained in 
the latest rescue services, using helicop- 
ters and conventional aircraft, Air Rescue 
Service now maintains a twenty-four 
hour service, not only available for mili- 
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tary emergencies but also for any national 
disaster. Units of the Air Rescue Service 
are stationed at strategic locations 
throughout the United States. 

Of major importance in the operation 
of military aircraft is the ready avail- 
ability of weather data. The Air Weather 
Service is the agency within the Air 
Forces responsible for the procurement of 
this data. Post-war weather activity, 
progressing despite certain curtailments, 
has seen many war-developed weather in- 
struments effectively distributed and 
utilized at the remaining Air Weather 
Service bases. This service has one con- 
tinental wing, two groups stationed along 
the Atlantic Coast and one group in Cali- 
fornia. It has one group stationed in Ger- 
many, one in Alaska and a wing in Japan. 

Flight Service, from its centers at nine 
strategically located continental bases, 
plots the progress of ‘military aircraft 
within the United States from take-off to 
landing. In the absence of an established 
operations office, it gives the pilot permis- 
sion to take-off and during the flight he 
may by means of radio contact with Flight 
Service keep himself constantly informed 
of changes in weather and landing con- 
ditions. It furnishes this same dispatch 
and advisory service to’ the Navy and to 
the AAF’s Air Reserve and Air National 
Guard. 

The common denominator for the vari- 
ous activities comprising the Air Trans- 
port Command is the function of furnish- 
ing air support to the United States 
Armed Forces wherever they are operat- 
ing. Although each of the various activi- 
ties is organizationally distinct, their 
closely interlocking functions require cen- 
tral control at the top, available to the 
authority vested with the responsibility 
for national security. Since each of these 
Air Transport Command activities Is glo- 
bal in scope, or potentially so, it is ob- 
vious that their control must not be dis- 
persed among subordinate territorial 
commands. In the event of an emergency, 
each of these activities must be able to 
function with a maximum of efficiency in 
any area of the earth's surface. This effi- 
ciency can only be achieved through ade- 
quate training in standardized procedures 
and uniformity of techniques under cen- 
tral control. The manipulation of the 
operations of the Air Transport Com- 
mand as a whole, and by individual ser- 
vices, must be geared to global operation. 
Nor can the operating ability of these 
various phases be permitted to fall dan- 
gerously low. Their functional ability 
must at-all times be at the level required 
to deploy our armed might wherever and 
whenever danger threatens our national 
security. This initial deployment must be 
bulwarked by continuing air support 
until victory is secnre/.

Commands and bases will sub- 
mit team and individual entries to this 
command. 

Winners of the various events will 
form an AAF team which has been in- 
vited to participate in the AAU aquatic 
tournament at Tyler, Tex., 1 and 2 Ang. 
Air Force swimmers interested in enter- 
ing the AAF meet have heen advised to 
submit entries through their base ath- 
letic officer. 


Eighth Air Force Expands 


Expansion of the Eighth Air Force, 
Forth Worth Army Air Field, Tex., to 
include a fighter group at Kearney Army 
Air Field, Neb., was announced recently 
by Brig. Gen. R. A. Ramey, commanding 
general of the Eighth Air Force. 

Organizations assigned the Nebraska 
station are the 27th Fighter Group to be 
transferred from Selfridge Field, Mich., 
and the 204th AAF Base Unit. Jurisdic- 
tion over the newly assigned group and 
Kearney Army Air Field was effective 16 
July. 











Air Safety Conference 

A two-day conference of ground safety 
directors of Strategic Air Command, was 
conducted on 24-25 July at Hq., Eighth 
Air Force, Fort Worth, Tex. 

Lt. Col. L. F. Carter, safety director, 
Hq., Army Air Forces and Mr. E. D.

AAF Airmail Covers 

Three new airmail cacheted first-day 
covers commemorating the 40th anniver- 
sary of the Army Air Forces and using 
the new 25, 15, and 10-cent airmail stamps 
will be issued soon under the sponsorship 
of the Army Air Forces Aid Society. 

The first cover will be for the new 25- 
cent airmail stamp to be first-day serviced 
at San Francisco on 30 July. Two addi- 
tional cacheted covers are being com- 
pleted, one for the 15-cent stamp and a 
second far the 10-cent stamp, which will 
be first-day serviced at Washington and 
New York. 

The set of three covers has a face value 
of 50 cents and sells for $1.25 complete. 
They are being manufactured, serviced, 
and distributed by the Fleetwood Cover 
Service, Pleasantville, N. Y. Profits from 
the sale will go to the Army Air Forces 
Aid Society. 


AAF to Test New Bombs 

Heavy bombers of the Army Air Forces 
will conduct tests of new types of pene- 
trating bombs of American and British 
design against the German submarine as- 
sembly factory at Farge near Bremen, 
Germany. 

Three B-29s of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand have arrived at the AAF airbase 
at Giebelstadt in the American zone of 
Germany and the tests will begin as soon 
as the first bombs arrive. 

The Royal Air Force will provide 13 
missiles, modified versions of the “Tall- 
Boy” bomb, with the new bombs weigh- 
ing 1,650 pounds. American bombs to be 
used include new versions of the 25,000- 
pound Amazon and Samson _ bombs. 
Thirty of these bombs will be dropped by 
the B-2Us although all the bombs used 
will be without high explosives due to 
the proximity of villages and occupied 
dwellings.

War I and World War II the strategic 
concept crystallized. In America in the 
1930’s the weapon with which to execute 
the strategic concept came into being with 
the first model of the B-17, designed for 
daylight precision bombing from high al- 

titude. 

When war came, British and American 
air leaders found themselves in basic ac 
cord on the matter of strategic bombard- 
ment, despite divergence of opinion con- 
cerning the superiority of daylight and 
night bombing. The strategic bombard- 
ment of German industry by the Royal 
Air Force and the Army Air Forces den- 
onstriuted the validity of the concept, and 
contributed decisively to our victory in 
Europe. 

The destruction wrought by the bomb- 
ing of Germany and Japan has proved 
that the failure of any industrial nation 
to maintain air supremacy over its own 
territory leads not only to military de- 
feat but also to disruption of its national 
structure and to obliteration of vital por- 
tions of its economic existence. That les- 
son is spelled out today by the ruins of 
two nations. We are determined that it 
will never be relearned on American soil. 

In the two years that have passed since 
the end of our war against Germany and 
Japan, peace has not fully encompassed 
the world. The fighting is largely over. Un- 
rest remains. Much of the suffering born 
of war is still being endured. We cannot 
be sure that war will not come again. 

The charter of the United Nations ex- 
presses the conviction of all the signatory 
nations that peace can be guaranteed only 
by armed strength powerful enough to 
deal with a violator wherever he may 
stand. The member nations will contribute 
and maintain that armed strength. Be 
cause of American leadership in world af- 
fairs, our contribution must be substan- 
tial. We have accepted the ‘obligation. 
We have made the commitment. 

In the present state of world affairs, 
it is essential that our Air Force remain 
strong and able to contribute its full share 
to the fulfillment of our national obliga- 
tions. From the events of the war just 
over we have learned how decisive a force 
for peace air power can be at the disposal 
of a peaceful nation.

officers will come back in such higher rank 
at the discretion of the Secretary of the Navy. 
The section was further claritied to make sure 
that no Increased retired pay be paid any- 
one by virtue of the provisions of this sec-

a The bill was amended to provide added 
protection to the Corps of Engineers and the 
method of selecting chiefs of the various 
branches of the Army. The bill, as amended, 
makes it clear that only officers with long ex- 
perience within a branch can be a chief or 
assistant chief of that branch, and permits 
consideration down to and including colonels 
for the position of chief and lieutenant col- 
onels to the position of assistant chief, It is 
believed that this amendment answers com- 
pletely the fears that some have expressed 
concerning the Army engineers.” 

With unification nearing enactment, 
the question of promotion for the autono- 
mous Air Force again becomes prominent. 
Although it was stated by both General 
of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, USA, 
and Brig. Gen. John FE. Dahlquist, USA, 
that the bill has the full support of Army 
Air Force headquarters, no Air Corps offi- 
cer has gone officially on record before 
Congress on this subject. 


Reject Retirement Provision 

In its final consideration of the bill, the 
Senate Committee rejected a War De- 
partment request for a provision author- 
izing retirement in temporary rank on 
the same basis as is provided for the Navy 
in Section 312(¢), as follows: 

“Officers above the grade of lieutenant who 
are placed on the retired list pursuant to the 
provisions of this section shall be placed 
thereon with retired pay at the rate of 2% 
per centum of their active-duty pay at the 
time of retirement multiplied by the number 
of years of service for which entitled to credit 
in the computation of their pay on the active 
list, not to exceed a total of 75 per centum of 
said active-duty pay.” 

Armv Branch Chiefs 

The Committee rewrote Section 513 (a), 
dealing with the selection of Chiefs ang 
Assistant Chiefs of Services, as follows: 

“Each of the offices of chiefs of branches, 
arms, or services, and each of the offices of 
their assistants as provided by law, respec- 
tively, shall be filled by the President ap- 
pointing, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, an officer, not below the 
grade of lieutenant colonel, who has demon- 
strated by actual and extended duty in such 
arm, branch, or service or on similar duty 
that he is qualified for such assignment, and 
who has been recommended for such office by 


~ a board of officers as prescribed in subsection 


(b) of this section. Upon the appointment 
of a Regular Army officer to any such office, 
he shall at the same time, if he does not al- 
ready hold permanent appointment in the 
Regular Army in the grade called for by such 
office, be permanently appointed in grade of 
Major genera] or brigadier general in the 
Regular Army, whichever is the rank specified 
for such office. An officer appointed to any 
such office shall normally continue in that as- 
signment for a tour of duty of four years but 
such assignment may be terminated at any 
time, or such tour may be extended by the 
President in his discretion. The termination 
of an officer's assignment as chief or assistant 
chief of a branch, arm, or service Shall have 
no effect upon the permanent general officer 
grade held by him. Whenever any Regular 
Army officer is to be appointed as a chief or 
an assistant chief of a branch, arm, or service 
and at the same time in the permanent grade 
of major general or brigadier general in the 
Regular Army, whichever is the rank speci- 
fied for such office, the total authorized num- 
ber of officers in that grade shall be temporar- 
lly increased if necessary to authorize such 
appointment, but such temporary increase 
in authorized numbers in such grade shall 
continue only until a vacancy shal) occur in 
such grade. Officers now serving as chiefs of 
branches, arms, or services, and their re- 
spective assistants, will not be affected by this 
section. This section shall become effective for 
each such office on the date that office is va- 
cated by the present incumbent. This section 
shall not apply to the office of Chief of the 
National Guard Bureau.” 


Naval Officer Amendment 

Section 412, authorizing advancement 
on the retired list for Naval officers spe- 
tially comended for performance of duty 
in combat, was rewritten as follows: 

“(a) All officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
and the Reserve components thereof, who have 
been specially commended for their perform- 
ance of duty in actual combat by the head 
of the executive department under whose 
Jurisdiction such duty was performed, when 
Tetired, except officers on a promotion list 
who may be retired for physical disability, 
shall, upon retirement, be placed upon the 
retired list with the rank of the next higher 
Stade than that in which serving at the time 
of retirement and with three-fourths of the 
active-duty pay of the grade in which serv- 
‘ng at the time of retirement shall be con- 





strued to mean the highest grade in which so 
serving whether by virtue of permanent or 


temporary appointment therein: Provided, 
That all officers heretofore and hereafter 
holding rank or grade on the retired list 
above that of captain In the Navy or colonel 
in the Marine Corps solely by virtue of such 
commendation, if hereafter recalled to active 
duty, may, in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, be so recalled either in the 
rank or grade to which they would otherwise 
be entitled had they not been accorded higher 
rank or grade by virtue of such «commenda- 
tion, er in the rank or grade held by them 
on the retired list: Provided further, That the 
provisions of this subsection shall not apply 
in the case of any officer who has been so 
commended if the act or service justifying 
the commendation was performed after De- 
cember 31, 1946: Provided further, That noth- 
ing in this subsection shall be construed to 
increase the retired pay of officers heretofore 
or hereafter placed upon the honorary retired 
list for the Naval Reserve: Provided further, 
That officers of the classes described in this 
subsection who have been retired prior to the 
date of approval of this Act shal] be entitled 
to the benefits of this subsection from the 
date of approval of this Act: And provided 
further, That nothing in this subsection shall 
be held to reduce the retired rank or pay to 
which an. officer would be entitled under 
other provision of law.” 


Committee Report 

Salient portions of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Armed Services’ report on the pro- 
motion bill follow: 

“The Committee on Armed Services, to whom 
was referred the bill (A. R, 3830) to provide 
for the promotion and elimination of officers 
of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, and for 
other purposes, having considered the same, 
report favorably thereon with amendments 
and recommend that the bill as amended do 
pass. 

Purpose of the Bill 

“The purpose of the bill, as amended, ts to 
reestablish a permanent promotion system for 
the armed forces; to make necessary improve- 
ments to the present Navy system of promo- 
tion by selection; to change the present Army 
system of promotion by seniority to a selec- 
tion system and, insofar as is practicable at 
this time, to make uniform the promotion 
systems of the two services, 

Explanation of the Bill 

“This bill, as amended, was originally in- 
troduced as two separate bills—S. 902 and 8S. 
904. The House of Representatives conducted 
exhaustive hearings over a period of 2 
months, One result of their study was a com- 
bination of the two bills into one. Every ef- 
fort was made to make uniform related sec- 
tions of the bill between the two services. 
However, the Navy has been under a selec- 
tion system for a good many years, The Army 
cannot immediately readjust.their old senior- 
ity system into the same pattern, and, there- 
fore, there are some deviations between the 
two systems. Generally speaking, it is he- 
lieved that it will take quite a few years be- 
fore the Army could follow the Navy system 
in its entirety. In reporting this bill, the House 
took the position that it was passing an 
equitable, economical, and forward-looking 
promotion program for the services; a pro- 


gram that will offer careers satisfactory 
enough to attract capable men, promising 


enough to hold in service the capable men 
already in uniform, and economical enough 
to be acceptable from a budgetary standpoint. 

“There are five titles in the bill, which will 
be explained in some detail in the latter part 
of this report. The first four of these titles 
cover the Navy promotion pian, and title V 
contains the provisions pertaining to the 
Army, At first glance, considerable differences 
appear to exist in the manner in which the 
bill has been drafted, Actually, what has 
happened is that the Navy has broken its bill 
into specific parts so that title I covers the 
permanent officers of the line of the Navy and 
Marine Corps; title II contains similar pr>- 
visions for permanent officers of the staff 
corps; title III covers the terminable provi- 
sions relating to all officers of the Navy: and 
title IV covers miscellaneous provisions ap- 
plying to all three sections. This represents 
a codification of the existing Navy law on 
promotion, and brings together in one place 
the various existing statutes pertaining to the 
Navy selection program, and improves it in 
certain details. 

“Both services earnestly recommend prompt 
consideration be given this bill as amended 
because of the necessity of getting officers Into 
their proper permanent ranks as rapidly as 
possible and meeting actual officer require- 
ments. It must be recognized that practically 
all of the officers in the Army and Navy are 
serving in temporary wartime ranks, which 
have little re'ation to their standing on the 
permanent rolls. Uncertainty as to what the 
future holds for them is having a definite 
effect on the attrition of the younger officers, 
who are getting out of the services at an 
alarming rate. 

“Attached to this report are letters from 
the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the 
Navy strongly urging the importance of this 
bill to the national security and the urgent 
need for its enactment during the present ses- 
sion of the Congress. 

“Insofar as the costs of the bill are con- 
cerned, representatives of both Departments 


, 





have been qnestioned closely as to differences 
in cost between this bill and their present 
promotion plan, So far as the Army is con- 
cerned they have stated that there will be 
no immediate increase in cost and that over 
a period of some 10 or 15 years some addi- 
tional costs will occur, but that by 1973, or 
approximately the life span of one group of 
officers, the cost will drop rapidly until there 
will be only an additional thirty-two-one- 
hundredths of 1 per cent additional cost. 

“The Navy states that over a period of rela- 
tively few years the cost under the Navy 
plan will be less than it would be under the 
present one, Both services state that the bill 
tends to bring officers along to higher rank 
at an earlier age than under the present law. 
By normal promotion, a naval officer will now 
reach flag rank at an average age of 53, Un- 
der the previous law they could reach flag 
rank as late as 60 years of age. The Army 
system provides a comparable rate of advance- 
ment, It is believed that this is an improve- 
ment over existing law because the Inst war 
clearly demonstrated the need for vigor and 
comparative youth in men holding positions of 
responsibility in the services, 

“Under the Navy program there is an im- 
portant new feature which permits the ac- 
celerated promotion of specially qualified offi- 
cers in advance of the average officer, Under 
existing law this has been impossible, How- 
ever, under the present plan this may he 
accomplished and will result in outstanding 
men advancing at a slightly more rapid rate 
than their contemporaries. 

“Another important change in the Navy 
promotion plan is to establish a so-called 
limited-duty category of officers with full op- 
portunity for former enlisted men to advance 
to the rank of commander, Such limited-duty 
officers will be enlisted men who are well 
qualified in a partienlar specialty, but do 
not have the broad background which permits 
them to compete favorably with officers of 
more general education and experience. In the 
past this has operated to the disadvantage 
of men commissioned from the ranks, This 
plan opens up an extremely desirable career 
to outstanding enlisted men and should have 
a very beneficial effect on the Navy as a whole. 

“The Navy for the first time will require 
officers in flag ranks to undergo the selection 
process. This will insure better top perform- 
ance by flag officers and will provide a flow 
of promotion through all grades. 

“The basic change in the Army plan Is that 
they are abandoning the archaic system of 
promotion by seniority alone. This, in the 
past, has resulted in some officers of dubious 
ability being promoted when they were 
reached within the normal course of time. In 
the past it has heen impossible to eliminate 
undesirable officers or those unworthy of pro- 
motion from the list except by extremely 
drastic board action. This bi'l, as amended, 
provides that unqualified officers will he 
eliminated before they advance from one 
grade to another. The Army also has an 
equivalent of the Navy accelerated promo- 
tion plan which will further invigorate the 
Army officer corps. It also provides for forced 
attrition at the top, which will remove older 
officers and wil) begin to permit a more uni- 
form flow of promotion than has heretofore 
been possible. 

“In both services considerable attention has 
been given to staff branches and specialty 
corns. This bill provides the same oppor- 
tunities for promotion and advancement to 
such groups as are available to the line officer. 
In this connection, it should be noted that 
hereafter the Army will commission all offi- 
cers, other than those in the Medical Depart- 
ment, the Chap’ains, and the Air Corps into 
the Regular Army, rather than in branches 
of the Regular Army as heretofore. For in- 
stance, under existing law, an officer is com- 
missioned in the Infantry or Ordnance Corps 
and could not be transferred without consid- 
erable administrative difficulty and the con- 
sent of the Senate. 

“However, this does not to the slightest de- 
gree contemplate any change In the existence 
of the special branches or their relative im- 
portance within the service. For example, the 
Corps of Engineers will continue to function 
erxactivy as it has in the rast. These officers 
will be appointed as officers of the Regular 
Army but will be assiened as officers of the 
Engineer Corps. No officer can be promoted 
to a position of responsibility within the 
Corns of Engineers, or as Chief of Engineers, 
uniess he has long exnertence and service in 
the engineers. Further, the hoard of selec- 
tion which nasses on these officers mnat have 
a proportion of qualified engineer officers to 
judge such men for promotion. There is no 
auestion as to the Imperative need of finidity 
in a modern Army, which will permit the 
transfer of qualified officers from one branch 
to another, but this bill does not permit plac- 
ing officers nnonalified in a specialty in charge 
of that specialty. 

“One other matter which is corrected by 
this bill is the ranking of Army brigadier 
generals with rear admirals of the lower half, 
and maior generals with rear admirals of the 
upper half. Heretofore, insofar as rank is 
concerned, the Navy has had no one-star rank. 
The net result has been that junior rear ad- 
mirals of the Navy were considered senior to 
Army and Marine Corps brigadier genersls, 
to whom they might have been jnnior while 
they were serving with ranks under that of 
flag rank. This bi!l provides equality of rank 
and eliminates one of the irritations which

has resulted from this inequitable rank strue- 
ture. 


“The bill, as amended, does not give either 
service as many full admirals or generals as 
they desired originally. As it passed the 
House, the bill authorized a total of 11 four- 
star officers in the services, with four as- 
signed to the Army, three to the Navy, three 
to the Air Forces, and one to the Marine 
Corps. After careful consideration, the com- 
mittee feel that this is net a proper balance 
between the services and these figures should 
be changed to a total of five for the Army, 
five for the Navy, four for the Alr Force, au 
one for the Marine Corps. This leaves the 
Army, including the Air Force, with nine and 
the Navy, including the Marine Corps, with 
six. 





Brief Title by Title Analysis 
Tithe I 

“This title establishes the permanent pro- 
motion procedures for the line of the Regular 
Navy. It divides officers of the line into two 
major groups: (1) those who are unrestricted 
in the type of duty they can perform, and 
(2) officers who are restricted tc certain spe- 
cialties. The specialties in the restricted line 
group cover the following fields: Engineer- 
ing duty, aeronautical engineering, and offi- 
cers for the performance of special duty such 
as legal and communications. In addition, 
limited duty-officers perform duties in the 
technical fields indicated in their previous 
warrant or enlisted specialties, This title also 
establishes the percentages of officers who can 
be in the various ranks, their rate of ad- 
vancement, and involuntary retirement for 
failure of selection at variqus points in their 
careers. It is the mogt important title in the 
bill in that all other promotions, either for 
staff corps or those of a temporary nature are 
geared into the procedures established in title 


1. 
Title It 

“This title establishes for the staff corps of 
the Navy procedures similar to those that 
title I does for officers of the line, and is based 
on the running-mate principle. The staff corps 
of the Navy consist of the following: Medical, 
Supply, Chaplain, Civil Engineering, Dental 
Corps, and the Nurse Corps. If other current 
legislation becomes law, there will also be @ 
Medical Service Corps. 

Title III 

“This title is a temporary one covering tem- 
porary promotions and retirement of officers 
during the transition period necessary for the 
Navy to build up its permanent staff of offi- 
cers to its authorized strength. When that 
has been accomplished this title becomes tn- 
operative, and titles I and II will become com- 
pletely operative. It provides for the use and 
promotion of temporary and Reserve officers 
on active duty on an equitable basis, 

Title IV , 

“This title covers the miscellaneous provi- 
sions pertaining to tit'es I, Il, and III, Among 
other things, it provides for the rank distri- 
bution in the higher echelons, 

Title V 

“This title covers all the provisions per- 
taining to the Army, both those of a tem- 
porary character and those of a permanent 
nature. It establishes a selection system with 
a forced elimination of the unqualified. It 
provides for a guaranteed career up until @ 
years to those officers who are selected as 
qualified for promotion, and thereafter its 
system is practically identical with that es- 
tab'ished for the Navy. 

“It establishes the procedures for the selec- 
tions of chiefs of branches in such a manner 
as to give the same insurance as contained in 
existing law that officers selected for such 
positions come from the branch which they 
will head. 

“It provides that hereafter officers will be 
appointed in the Regular Army or in the Alr 
Corps, instead of into separate branches 
Those appointed in the Regular Army will 
be assigned in each of the branches thus 
maintaining the existing branch structure, 
The only exceptions to this rule are that offi- 
cers wil] be appointed In the several branches 
of the Medical Department and as Chaplaina, 
these being branches where the special na- 
ture of the duties performed exclude the offi- 
ers from serving In other branches. 

“Pending unification of the armed services 
with the establishment of a separate Air 
Force, there will be a separate promotion list 
maintained for Air Force officers, 


Urge Speed 

The following letters from the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy were received by 
Senator Gurney in connection with the 
promotion bill. 

“The Officer Personnel Act of 1947 which 
passed the House on 25 June after most ex- 
tensive hearings is a most urgent piece of 
legislation from the standpoint of the Army, 

“The existing promotion law passed In 1920 
is antiquated and entirely unsatisfactory for 
our present Army; promotion thereunder is 
automatic by seniority alone, 

“We will have this rear increased the Regua- 
lar Army by the Intecration of over 25.000 
veterans of the war. These young men need 
the assurance given them tn the proposed pro- 
motion bill that efficiency and energy wild 
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“Our strength lies not in the size of the ships, their armor or their destructive 
flrepower, but in the men who man our ships and planes.”—ApMiraL Louis F. 
DENFELD. 





HB importent fact about the Unification Act, which will become law with Presi- 
dent Truman’s signature, is that it recognizes what the war demonstrated—that 
the Air has come of age. Just as the Army Air Forces observe on 1 Aug. the fortieth an- 
niversary of their founding they are to be given independence under the legal title of 
“The United States Air Force,” thus achieving the equality with the Army and the 
Navy and Marine Corps, which General Mitchell and other air enthusiasts of his time 
persistently demanded. It has not, however, embraced all of the Air contingents—the 
President and the Congress have upheld the contention of the Sea Service that it should 
retain control of this branch of its establishment. They have said in effect that they 
prefer to have experience demonstrate whether greater fighting efficiency and ef- 
fectiveness can be gained through a separate Air Department which will determine its 
own requirements and development and the intimate contact of which will be with the 
Ground Forces, or through the continuing integrated organization upon which the 
Navy and the Marines successfully insisted. True the new Secretary of Defense, Mr. 
Forrestal, will be charged with the responsibility of unifying the activities of the Air 
Contingents as well as the Air and the older Services, but as his legal authority is 
vague and as appeals can be made from his decisions by the subordinate Secretaries, 
it is apparent that whether the unification law will work will depend largely upon 
the nature of the will given it by the three Establishments, themselves, as well as by 
the backing of the President, currently Mr. Truman. In other words, the law is on 
trial, and if it be shown that disputes can be settled harmoniously, if the United 
States Air Force and the Army and the Navy and Marine Corps and their air con- 
tingents prove that accommodations can be reached to the benefit of National Defense, 
then the agitation for a Department of the Air comprising all military and naval 
Air, will cease. Perhaps the present set-up will develop an intensification of ad- 
» vantageous competition, with the United States Air Force increasing its effort to 
prove its supremacy in the fields open to it and the Navy doing likewise, and both 
coming to the conclusion that each has something to learn from the other and finding 
the real answer in cooperation and coordination. Meanwhile they will be under close 
observation by the country and the Congress, and it behooves them, consequently, to 
lean over backwards in the effort to obey the law. As far back as 1926 the ARMY AND 
Navy JourNat realized that the Air was a lusty infant which was certain to reach 
manhood, and ft then included in its title page the announcement that it was “The 
Gazette of the Land Sea and Air.” Now that Congress has passed the Unification Law 
we have given this announcement the greater prominence it deserves. In the future 
as in the past, the AkRmMy ANp Navy JouRNAL, more than ever realizing that the news 
of one Establishment is important to the others and reacts upon them, and that there 
fis common and mutual interest in many matters, pay. for example, will increase its 
efforts to publish with its expected accuracy, all developments as they occur, and to 
support editorially all proposals which will be to military, naval and air advantage 
in increasing the defense of our country and discharging our world-wide obligations. 


HB country generally recognizes the debt it is under to Robert P. Patterson for 

the war and post-war service he has rendered as Under Secretary and as Secre- 
tary of War. It was expressed by the President in a pointed letter that established 
the closeness of the personal and official relations between the two men and which 
were inaugurated when President Roosevelt induced this New York judge of Re- 
publican affiliation to become the principal assistant of Secretary Stimson. To the 
Army, his voluntary retirement constitutes a serious loss. While he recognized the 
responsibility of the staff of the Commander in Chief and the General Staff in 
matters of policy decisions, which he sometimes improved by his suggestions, as 
the Army’s procurement head he carried out those decisions with the utmost vigor 
and as Secretary he devoted himself to the seftlement of questions of policy and 
dispute which properly came before him and intimately consulted the Chief of Staff 
on large issues of policy, assignment to command, and of general officer promo- 
tions. He was as unflinching in support of his subordinates whom he regarded as 
right as he was determined in disapproving or punishing those he felt to be wrong. 
His administration will become historic not only by his war direction but by the 
large part he played in bringing about the revolutionary reorganization of our 
system of defense and of the Army itself. There were times when we disagreed 
with Mr. Patterson, but always we recognized he was guided solely by what he 
considered to be in the best interest of the Country and the Army. That he is 
destined for further executive responsibility we anticipate, and in this connec- 
tion, pending his appointment to the Supreme Court when a vacancy occurs thereon, 
we suggest that he be named as chairman of the National Security Resources Board 
created by the new unification law. With his experience he would be invaluable in 
starting this policy group on the right road. As the Secretary of the Army, the 
President has selected Secretary Royall. With the experience that official has 


had and the relations he has established and maintained with the Army, it is the 
general prediction that he will prove to be worthy of his high office and especially 
effective in the administration 9f the new laws which embark the Services upon 
this era of Atomic energy.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The path toward world peace which Secretary Marshall sedu- 
lously is pursuing continues to be blocked by selfish Power interests the clashing of 
which is expanding the area of renewed war, This week fighting began in Indonesia 
between the Dutch and the peoples of that pre-war Dutch possession in the South- 
west pacific, and world concern, was manifested by the criticism generally levelled 
at the Hagne government. This criticism included direct representation by the 
United States and Great Britain to that government, and interestingly enough the 
request for United Nations’ intervention from the interim government of India, 
the first international action taken by the new Delhi regime. Insults continue 
to be exchanged between the American and British representatives and the rep- 
resentatives of Russia and her satellites at the United Nations conferences, espe- 
cially over,the question of the admission of Albania into the UN with our govern- 
ment refraining from voting, and standing pat on the Marshall plan, and upon 
our proposal for the elimination of the veto in the matter of the punishment of 
a violator of an atomic agreement and the character of international control and 
inspection of atomic energy activities throughout the world. Simultaneously, and 
of especial importance, occurred the presentation of the expected Soviet rejections 
of the American invitation to a preliminary conference of the 11-power members 
of the Far Eastern commission, which was called to draft a peace treaty with 
Japan. Supporting rejection, Molotov renounced the invitation as an “unilateral” 
action by the United States, and insisted that this was probably the duty of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers from which France should be excluded, but China 
permitted. Molotov invoked the decisions of Cairo, Yalta, Potsdam, and Moscow, 
to establish that negotiations of a peace treaty with Japan was the business of 
this Council and not of a new conference, an argument which falls to the ground 
since only the Moscow agreement refers to Japan and that explicitly states in 
e“onnection with the former enemy that the United States shall act on behalf of the 
other powers and that the .establishment of a Far Eastern Commission “shall 
not preclude the use of other methods of consultation on Far Eastern issues by the 
participating governments.” Moreover, it was only just before Japan surrendered 
that Russia entered the war against her and what she did had slight effect upon 
the Tokyo decision and her immediate profit lay in the control gained over Man- 
churia and Sinkiang and the possession of the Kurile Islands which the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt offered her as a bribe. Britain, Australia, New Zealand, and the 
Netherlands have accepted invitations to the conference and the remaining powers 
are expected to do so. Therefore the conference without Russia’s presence will 
occur, perhaps on a later date than 19 Aug. which we suggested. Thus in Asia 
as in Burope we are isolating Russia and her satellites, and as a consequence the 
World is separated into two conflicting spheres. To implement her policy “Russia 
may withdraw from the Council of Foreign Ministers which would be a small 
loss since she has utilized it to prevent European settlement, and wishes to con- 
tinue to utilize it to avoid the restoration of peace in the Far East and consequently 
bring world chaos. 

In Europe French fear of the effect on their own recovery of the Anglo-American 
plan to lift the level of industrial production in their Zones in Germany, brought 
protests from the Deladier Government, and heeding the threat that the success of 
the Marshall proposal would be imperiled, institution of the plan was postponed pend- 
ing consultation with Paris. Yet so necessary is an increase in Ruhr coal production 
and, indeed, so important it is as one of the basic factors in the development of the Mar- 
shall design, that as a step toward raising the level of industry there has been devised 
and will be put into effect what is described as a new production incentive scheme. 
This scheme contemplates miner sharing in the profits from the sale of export coal, 
which appeals to the British Socialist Government, and larger payments from United 
States Army food stocks to those pits reaching fixed production goals. 

As was to have been expected, Soviet propaganda is playing upon the French 
fear to weaken support for the Deladier Government, and to produce a situation 
which would cause the Paris Economic Conference to fail. That Conference is pro- 
ceeding with the colletion of data regarding the resources available to the sixteen 
Nations participating, and preliminary reports emanating from it are that the total 
aid to be asked of the United States, will cost us $3 billions annually for the next 
three years. Whether Congress wiil be disposed to make such appropriations remains 
to be seen, but with the President designating the Marshall plan as the core of recovery, 
and with the exercise of the influence of the Secretary, the weight of which was dis- 
closed by Congressional grant of the funds sought for Greece and Turkey, there is 
confidence there will be allotted the additional sums which adjustment of the needs 
determined upon at Paris will fix. Cooperating with the Secretary will be the Foreign 
Affairs Committee and a special Committee of the House, which will make studies of 
conditions abroad, and report their conclusions to Congress when it reassembles. 
Those conclusions will be based upon the same state of facts presented to Congress by 
Secretary Marsha!l, and must deal especially with the policy which Russia is pursuing 
in order to strengthen her domination of Eastern Europe. That domination, as the 
United States Army newspaper in Vienna properly stated, contemplates the establish- 
ment of a colonial system for Soviet exploitation of this entire important region. This 
prospect cannot but be compared by the natives with the Marshall plan, which offers 
help without intervention or return. Finding from an official survey that Poland has 
sufficient food to meet her minimum needs for the remainder of the year (she is 
being provided with wheat from Russia) Secretary Marshall announced she would 
not be given the $15,000,000 for food which Congress had alloted, and Hungary also 
will be deprived of the $3,000,000 voted for her. Thus we are showing the satellites 
that they must bear the consequences of siding with Russia and refusing to participate 
in the Paris-Marshall plan conference. Moscow is endeavoring to use the surplus wheat 
and other products available to expand Soviet control, and, at the least, to insure 
neutrality by Western States, as in the case of England. The trade negotiations with 
the London Government recently were revived and an offer of a million tons of grain, 
timber and other products was advanced, but here again while agreeing in principle, 
Moscow used details, in this case the price of wheat, to halt the discussions, and the 
latest reports are that the British Delegation empty-handed, will leave the Soviet 
Capital. To ease the British situation, our Government has relaxed a provision of the 
$3} billion loan agreement so as to permit London's dollar resources to be conserved. 

: amount involved is relatively small, confined as the relaxation is to British non- 
‘ @elf-governing colonies, and excluding the Dominions, but the drain of dollars from our 




















loan will be lessened, and violation of the loan agreement which might have bee 


“necessary, has been avoided. Such a violation at a time when the Marshall plan is 


under consideration, would have been embarrassing, particularly as Britain is seeking 
additional credits. 

But Europe, with Greece the current battlefield and with Russia and her satellites 
disregarding Anglo-American protests at treaty violations, is only a part of the world 
peril. The Far East, save for the Philippines and Japan, is involved in war disorders 
and political conflicts, which only the most careful handling will prevent precipitatioy 
of another World struggle. The civil war continues to rage in China, and Genera) 
Wedemeyer, who has arrived on the ground, will advise the Secretary of State as to 
what changes should be made in our policy toward that suffering country, in order 
that it shall fit in with the Marshall plan. In Korea, the negotiations looking towar@ 
peace for a united Nation, have been halted by Russian failure to cooperate in working 
out the details of the agreement which Secretary Marshall made at Moscow. In Burma 
seven members of the Council were assassinated, and Britain reluctantly is preparing 
to reenforce her troops in that country so as to reestablish order. War has broken 
out anew between the Dutch and the Indonesians to our expressed regret, and despite 
the efforts we and the British had made to assure the natives of the East Indies the 
peaceful establishment of the United States of Indonesia, a form of partnership, agreed 
upon by the Dutch and rebels last March. The cause of the resumption of fighting was 
Dutch fear for their huge investments in Java. This caused them to insist upon the 
formation of a joint police force to exist throughout the transition period towards 
self government. Another reason is the political immaturity of the Javanese. Fear 
for their independence brought a breakdown in negotiations regarding the police 
force, and in spite of their obligation to settle any dispute by arbitration, the Duteb 
applied what the Hague Government calls police measures but which in fact is war 
In their operations they are using American munitions and equipment obtained under 
lend-lease which include squadrons of Mustangs P-51, Mitchells B-25 and Kittyhawks 
The Indonesians have only a few antiquated Japanese planes. Appeals have been 
made to the United Nations to intervene to stop the war, the British with our approval 
have offered their good offices, and the United States has promised economic aid. Thus 
the are of fighting has extended from the Mediterranean to the Pacific, and in Europe 
economic and political warfare is being conducted. Senator Connally predicts the Mar. 
shall plan will fail, but no such thought is in the President’s mind and the Secretary 
of State, backed by him and much of Congress will continue to press it.

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National Guard—F ive states have been authorized to distribute over $80,000 to 
National Guard anits for enlisted men’s funds, Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonber¥er, 
of the National Guard Bureau, announced this week. Authorizations for the 
distribution of nearly three quarters of a million dollars to all the states, the District 
of Columbia and the Territory of Hawaii will be completed as quickly as possible, 
General Miltonberger said. The money represents unit funds from National Guard 
gnits which were inactivated while in Federal Service in World War II, The money 
was sent to the War Department which returned it to the Adjutants General of the 
several states, through the National Guard Bureau, to be held in trust until a de- 
cision was made as to the proper method of distribution. The five states which received 
the first authorizations to distribute these funds and the money they will distribute 
are: Arizona, $14,648.95; Arkansas, $26,149.27; Kansas, $11,959.55; Maryland, $7,- 
679.15; Oklahoma, $20,880.49. 

The 1,780 stations of the Army Recruiting Service will actively aid the National 
Guard in reaching its goal of 682,000 men. Specific steps to be taken by the Army 
Recruiting Service in assisting the National Guard were outlined in a recent War 
Department Memorandum signed by General of the Army Dwight D, Eisenhower, Chief 
of Staff. They are: 

1. Army Recruiting Stations will furnish information on the National Guard 
to individuals who are interested in the National Guard or to individuals who are 
no longer prospects for enlistment in the Regular Army. Such individuals will be 
directed to local units of the Nationa] Guard. 

2. Army Recruiting Stations will assist unit commanders of the National Guard 
in setting up a recruiting system similar to the one which has proved so successful 
for the Regular Army. 

8. Army Recruiting Stations will lend advice in the preparation and placement 
of publicity and advertising campaigns.

In accordance with the provisions of paragraph 8, Executive Order No. 9195, the 
Chief, National Guard Bureau, has been delegated the authority to issue orders re- 
quiring officers in National Guard Ground units to participate regularly and fre- 


quently in aeronautical flights in those cases where the officer has been granted’ 


the aeronautical rating of liaison pilot. 


Finance Department—Maj. Gen. William H. Kasten, Chief of Finance, U. 8. Army, 
spoke over the National Broadcasting Company radio network last Saturday from 
Washington in connection with the amendment to the Armed Forces Leave Act of 
1946 which will enable all holders of leave bonds to cash them any time after 1 Sept. 
1947. 

Effective 15 July 1947, the headquarters office of the Army Audit Agency was 
constituted as an organizational entity separate from the divisional structure of the 
Office of the Chief of Finance. The Agency hereafter will be responsible directly to 
the Chief of Finance, and through him to the Under Secretary of War. Divisions of the 
Office of the Chief of Finance will continue to perform as a service for the Agency such 
housekeeping functions as are requested, but will no longer be concerned with its 
direct administration. When the Army Audit Agency was established in November, 
1946, its headquarters activities were as a matter of expediency operated in connec- 
tion with the previously existing Audit Division of the Office of the Chief of Finance. 
The effect of the recent reorganization is to clarify the status of the Army Andit 
Agency as a separate operating activity, and to allocate to appropriate divisions of the 
Oflice of the Chief of Finance those léng-established functions which are not specifi- 
cally related to audit activity. 

During the first eight months of its operation the Army Audit Agency has be- 
come a well established organization, exercising its operating responsibilities through 
eight regional offices located at strategic points of activity. These are in New York, 
Philadelphia, Atlanta, San Antonio, Chicago, San Francisco, Los Angeles, and Wash- 
ington, D. C. Each of the regional! offices maintains branch offices so that all require- 
ments of the War Department for auditing within the Zone of the Interior are ade- 
quately covered. The principal types of audits now being performed are those per- 
taining to military property accounts, contracts, civilian payrolls, and industrial 
property accounts for property furnished to contractors. The headquarters office of 
the Agency is charged with determination of audit policy and issuance of technical 
audit instructions and with general supervision of the activities of the regional offices. 

Col. James B. Haley, FD, continues as Chief of the Army Audit Agency, with 
Col. T. R. Rampy,as Chief of the Industrial Division, and Col. R. W. Nuss as Chief 
of the Military Division. 


_ Naval Air Transport Service—A cargo route between Moffett Field and NAS, San 
Diego, has been inaugurated for the first Organized Reserve transport squadron 
ordered to active duty as a self-sustaining unit. VR 64-65 from NAS Oakland reported 
for this training duty last weekend at Moffett Field. 

The cargo route is expected to give pilots and crews actual experience in the 
latest NATS procedures from the loading of aircraft to the delivery at the final des- 
tination. Prior to this, pilots have been reporting to NATS as individuals, and have 
a“ incorporated into an active VR squadron, with flights as co-pilots on scheduled 
outes. 


Special Services—Col. Eugene C. Johnston is the new Deputy Chief, Office of the 
Chief of Special Services, War Department. Colonel Johnston returned to Washing- 
ton, D. C. from Kobe Base, Kobe. Japan,’ to assume his new duties. He had been sta- 
tioned in Japan since September, 1945. 

The new Deputy Chief served successively with G-1, and with Military Personnel 
Division, War Department, early in 1942, before his appointment as Chief of Staff, San 
Francisco Port of Embarkation, under Maj. Gen. Fred Gilbreath, 1942-1944. He 
Served with General Gilbreath at the South Pacific Base Command, Numea, New Cale- 
donia, from 1944 until May, 1945, when the Base Command became the Sixth Army 
Service Command Olympic operation, and moved into Japan in September, 1945, 
establishing headquarters at Kobe. Following the inactivation of Sixth Army, the 
Command became Kobe Base with which Colonel Johnston served until May, 1947, 
when he returned to the United States. 
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Army Reserves—Problems of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps will be con- 
sidered at a series of three-day regional conferences, the first of which will be held at 
Georgia School of Technology, Atlanta, Ga., 6, 7 and 8 Aug. Four other conferences 
will be at universities to be designated in other areas, each at a school which has 
been associated with ROTC for many years. A National ROTO conference will be 
held in mid-October at the War Department. 

Maj. Gen. Edward S. Bres, War Department Executive for Reserve and ROTC 
Affairs, has announced the activation of 174 additional units of the Organized Re- 
serve Corps. This makes a total of 4,653 units activated to date. 

The cadets now attending the first Transportation Corps Reserve Officers Train- 
ing Corps camp in the history of the Army are having the oppartunity to put into 
practice the knowledge they have gained at their summer camp at Fort Eustis, Va., 
during the past few weeks. Representing 13 universities, 149 ROTC cadets will go 
to sea and receive marine training aboard Transportation Corps vessels. 

Plans for the 82nd Airborne Division, Ft. Bragg, N. C., to conduct 14-day active 
duty training for 600 officers of the Organized Reserve Corps were announced 22 July 
by General Jacob L. Devers, Commanding General, Army Ground Forces. e train- 
ing, to be given to two groups of 300 reserve officers each during the periods 26 July- 
8 Aug., and 16-29 Aug., is designed to orient reserve officers in the latest Airborne and 
air-transportability doctrine and techniques. Officers will participate in all phases of 
airborne training except actual parachute jumps, 

Quotas of 60 officers for each of the two periods of training have been assigned 
to the First, Third and Fifth Armies and 120 officers to the Second Army. There are 
no ORC Airborne units in the Fourth and Sixth Army Areas. Although officers as 
signed to Organized Reserve Airborne units will be given priority, all Reserve officers 
are eligible for the training 


Marine Corps—Seven teams comprised of 37 officers and men of the Marine Corps 
will compete in the National, and the National Rifle Association pistol matches to be 
conducted at Camp Perry, Ohio, next month. Members of the Second Marine Division 
will conduct the NRA small-bore and pistol competitions from 4-14 Aug. The National 
Trophy Individual and Team Pistol Matches will be conducted by the Marine Corps 
on 15 Aug. The Marine Corps entries represent some of the largest Marine commands.

Speed Unification Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
cer in active service for ten years. 

6. To require the Secretary of Defense 
to control—rather than simply to super- 
vise—the budgets of the three depurt- 
ments. 

7. To eliminate a $14,000-a-year execu- 
tive secretary for the National Security 
Council, and place the Secretary of De- 
fense at its head. 

8. To name‘the new unified set-up “The 
National Military Establishment” as the 
House desired, rather than “National Mil- 
itary Organization” as voted by the Sen- 
ate. 

First Steps 

Meanwhile, anticipating final approval 
of the measure before the adjournment 
of this session, studies were underway in 
the office of Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal, who is slated to become the over- 
all Secretary of Defense, looking toward 
the initial steps to be taken when the 
measure becomes law, while in the War 
Department and the Army Air Force 
headquarters their recommended, long in 
preparation, were being whipped into final 
shape for presentation to the new Secre- 
tary. 

It was generally understood in Wash- 
ington, although without official confirma- 
tion, that the Secretary of Defense would 
take one of the sumptuous office suites in 
the Pentagon building, with conference 
room, kitchen, and dining room. It was 
also considered likely that the new Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the Secretary of the 
Air Force would have offices in the Pen- 
tagon so that the high command might 
be all together. 

Because all of its plans for some time 
have been based on the probability of a 
completely autonomous set-up, the Air 
Force will have little reorganizing to do. 
Air Force officers now on the War Depart- 
ment General Staff and its various hoards 
will return to Air Force headquarters and 
participate in setting up the new est:ub- 
lishment. General Carl Spaatz doubtless 
will be Chief of Staff of the Air Force, 
with Lt. Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg holding 
a prominent position. 

Probably one of Secretary Forrestal’s 
first acts will be the appointment of a 
board to stndy all the recommendations 
to he submitted hy the senarate depart- 
ments. In this. the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
also will take a leading part. 

Executive Order 

The Executive Order officially estah- 
lishing policies and procedures, of which 
a draft was snbmitted to Congress with 
the original bill, will probably be issned 
officially at the time the President signs 
the measure. Following that will come the 
annointment of Mr. Forrestal as Secretary 
and probahly Mr. Sullivan as Secretary 
of the Navy. Mr. Symington as Secretary 
of the Air Force and Mr. Rovall as See- 
retary of the Army. Annointments will 
have to he made, too. ta the various boards 
and connecils set up hv the act 

Snch details as the possibility of joint 
commands of lIeeal areas within the 
Tnited States most likely will await fur- 
ther stndy. As a matter of fact. those who 
have heen in on the early planning ex- 
pect that a vear will elanse hefore the fnll 
organization is rentiened and functioning 
as intended in the bill. 

The Armv and Navy themselves took 
some stens this week to attain nnifiestion. 

They annonnced existence of the Armed 
Forces Special Weanoens Project. under 
Mai. Gen. Tectie Ro Groves, TSA. and 
Rear Adm. William S&S Parsons. USN, for 
the enordination of Army and Navv re- 
search into atomic weapons and guided 








missiles, 

The announcement mentioned existence 
of the base at Sandia, N. M., near Albu- 
querque, where tests are being carried 
out. 

The Army, Navy, and Air Force have 
also combined their top weather-analysis 
personnel and facilities with U. 8. Weath- 
er Bureau experts to form a master me- 
teorological center, known as the Weather 
Burean-Army-Navy Analysis Center, in 
Washington. 


Plans for the combined service were 
reportedly initiated within the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. The Army and Air Force 
will provide 25 per cent of the experts, 
the Navy 15 to 20 per cent, and the U. S. 
Weather Bureau 55 to 60 per cent. 

Rep. Wadsworth’s Explanation 

Refore the House passed its version 
of the nnification bill on 19 July, Repre- 
sentative James W. Wadsworth (R-N, Y.) 
explained it as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman at last we have come to the 
consideration of the bill known generally as 
the unification bill, H. R, 4214. It may not 
be a matter of surprise to many members 
of this committee that I rise in support of 
the measure, Having been concerned abont 
the problems of our national defense for 
something like 25 or 30 years, I welcome this 
opportunity to support a measnre which I 
am convinced will make this Nation stronger, 
that will achieve its streneth with efficiency, 
and ultimately with marked economy. It Is 
not my purpose at this time to engage in 
a general discnssion, much less to attempt 
any?’ oratory, with respect to the defense of 
our conntry and the present condition of 
the world, but rather I thought I would im- 
pose upon your patience in an attempt to 
describe to you as best I may the organiza- 
tional set-up proposed by this so-called unt- 
fication bill. It is for that reason IT have had 
this chart prepared. Unfortunately, some of 
the print will he diffcnit for you to read, but 
I hope, in an informal fashion, to describe 
just what this whole thing ts. 

“We all know that under the Constitution 
of the United States the President, in addi- 
tion to his duty to execute the laws, performs 
two other very, very important functions. 
One, he conducts the foreign relations of the 
United States: and, two, he is Commander In 
Chief of the armed forces, 

“In this bill we attempt to set up an 
organization which will assist the President 
in the performance of those two special func- 
tions. the conduct of foreign relations, and 
his function as Commander in Chief of the 
armed forces, I, therefore, call your attention 
to the fact that at the top of this chart there 
is depicted the organization which is to assist 
the President in the performance of those 
functions. He is Commander in Chief, as the 
chart indientes, of course: and there ts or- 
ganized under the provisions of this bill a 
National Security Connect! which ts to consist 
of the Secretary of State, the Secretary of 
National Defense, whose position and fune- 
tions I will come to later, the Secretary of 
the Army, the Secretary of the Navy, the 
Secretary of the Air Force, and the Chair- 
man of the National Resources Roard. That 
is the National Security Council, and the 
President is a member of it and, if he so 
desires, may preside over it, 

“The National Executive Council is to have 
but one executive officer, the Executive 
Director, who might be described as office 
manager, and he must be a civilian, It Is to 
he noted that all of the members of the 
Execntive Council are civilians, and by reason 
of their respective offices each one of them 
must be confirmed by the Senate, 

“The Execntive Council cannot do its work 
effectively unless it has assistance, and one 
source of assistance must he a study to he 
made of the resources of this conntry. The 
President must have the advantage of a con- 
tinned study of the resources of the country 
as well as a complete understanding of its 
military strength in order that he may con- 
duct the foreign relations of the United States 
in a proper fashion, 

“The presence of the Secretary of State upon 
the Connei! is significant. For the first time 
in our history we propose that the statutes 
shall provide that the conduct of foreign re- 
lations shall be recognized as an exceedingly 
important part of our general behavior before 
the world: and the Resources Board is to 
make continuous study of the resources of 
America, its natural resources, its manpower, 
anything of importance which relates to the 
streneth of this country or its potential 
strength: Oil. tron ore, electric power, food, 
coal, any number of things that are part 
of the natural resources of the United States, 
The Resources Board is to make continuous 
stndy of that part of the problem and make 
recommendations to the Council, of which 
the l’resident is the head. 

“In addition, under the Council there would 
be another element which is to advise the 
Council, subject to regulations made by the 
Counctl, in the field of intelligence, in the 
foreign field: and there is established a cen- 
tral intelligence agency subject to the Council, 
hended by a director. 

“The function of that agency is to consti- 
tute itséif as a gathering point for informa- 
tion coming from all over the world through

all kinds of channels concerning the poten 
strength of other nations and their pol 
intentions. There Is nothing secret about that 
Every nation in the world is doing the same 
thing. But it must be remembered that the 
Central Intelligence Agency is subject to the 
Council! and does not act independently, Ib 
is the agency for the collecting and dissem- 
inating of information which will help the 
President and the Council to adopt wise and 
effective policies, 


“So with Information of that sort concern 
ing other nations and information comin, 
in with respect to our own resources both 
which are available to the Council and Prest- 
dent, we will have for the first time in our 
history a piece of machinery that should work 
and it is high time that we have it. We have 
never had it before. During this last war al) 
sorts of devices were resorted to, obviously 
in great haste, to accomplish a thing like this, 
You may remember the huge number of 
special committees, organizations and agen- 
cles set up by Executive order in an attempt 
to catch up with the target. We have learned 
as a result of the war that we should have 
some permanent organization, and that is 
the one proposed in this bill, 

“We come now to what might be termed the 
National Military Establishment and when I 
use the phrase ‘National Military Establish- 
ment’ I have reference to the team of elie 
ments that wil! actually defend this country 
together with the agencies which are to help 
the team. The National Military Establigh- 
ment is to be headed hy a new official, a 
Secretary of Defense, who I may remind you 
is a member of the Security Council, The 
Secretary of Defense must be a civilian, an 
of course, his appointment must be confirm 
by the Senate. 

“The Secretary of Defense Is charged under 
this bill with certain very important dutiea 
I shall not read them tn detail, but suffice 
it to say that in his hands will be the duty of 
bringing about through power possessed by 
himself a proper coordination of all the ele- 
ments In the Military Establishment. It wil) 
be his duty to see to it that overlapping and 
duplication are ellininated in order that econo- 
mies may be effected and efficiency increased, 
It will be his duty to coordinate all these 
agencies I am about to describe to you, He 
will have a position in the cabinet He will 
sit alongside the Secretary of State and the 
other Cabinet officers In the Cabinet. It 
might he said he will be, as ts the Secretary 
of State, the assistant to the President to 
foreign relations, assistant to the President 
with respect to the Military Establishment, 
just as the Secretary of Agriculture is the 
assistant to the President in the matter of 
agricultural problems, 

“The elements In the proposed Nationa) 
Military Establishment are these: A Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. composed of the Chief of Staff 
of the Army, the Chief of Naval Operationa 
the Chief of Staff of the Air Force and the 
Chief of Staff of the Commander in Chief, if 
there be such. You may remember that for 
some time past the President has had an 
officer assigned to him as Chief of Staff, Ad- 
miral Leahy. So, In the event Presidents of 
the future desire to appoint such a person, 
that Chief of Staff hecomes a member of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

“Now, the functions and duties of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are professional. That is the 
professional military agency of this whole 
set-up, They are to plan strategic operationa 
They are to plan joint training of the three 
services, They are to plan in all the flelds 
of strictly military effort and they are the 
military professional advisers of the Secre- 
tary of Defense and of the President. They 
are to perform their duties under this bill as 
thev have heen performing them for the last 
several years, There Is no change in the func- 
tions of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

“The Munitions Board, which now exists 
in the name of the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board, is perpetuated by law under this bil 
and is composed of a chairman, to be ap- 
pointed by the President, with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, and who must be 
a civilian, the Under Secretary of the Army, 
the Under Secretary of the Navy, and the 
Under Secretary of the Alr Force, The Mun 
tions Board is charged with the constant 
study of our industrial capacity and with 
making snyvestions and recommendations 
the Seeretary of Defense and to the President 
as well as the Security Counell for the plan- 
ning of industrial proginetion In the evend 
of war, preparing for it in time of peaco® 
The Munitions Beard has no executive author- 
ity whatseever. and it is continuing the wor’ 
that is now being done by the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board, 

“We also have in etietence today a Research 
and Development Reard which, onder thie 
bill Is perpetuated, The job of the Board ts 
to Investigate the field of acience In which 
the military forces are especially Interested 
and to make recommendations to the Secre 
tary of Defense, to the Council and to the 
l'resident, as how best to coordinate the ef- 
forts of the military services in the field ef 
scientific research which, of course, has be 
come of enormous Importance in recent year@

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About this time of year the collegig 
athletic drums start pounding. The lo 
est thuds are reserved for football, sing 
that is the sport that pays off martzgage 
but the athletic offices never cease in thej 
efforts to build up gates for the min 
sports. 

College football today is embroiled iy 
a vicious circle. Winning teams draw 
most people, and make the most money, 
To produce winning teams a college must 
have high-priced players and higher 
priced coaches. The hefty payrolls 
quire that a team win more games against 
bigger and better opponents. 

Sport for sport’s sake? Winning games 
for old alma mater? The old college try? 
Boloney ! 

Boloney, that is, with two notable ex 
ceptions—Annapolis and West Point. 

Here the game still belongs to the 
players, and the players are a genuine 
part of the student bodies, not a class 
apart. 

Of course both Army and Navy want 
to win games, and occasionally there are 
those who point out to successful young 
athletes the advantages of a military or 
naval career. But that’s as far as it goes, 
The actual conduct of the contests is 
primarily for the benefit of the players 
and the‘cadets and midshipmen in the 
stands. 

The way college students, with their 
right to buy inexpensive football tickets, 
have heen sidetracked in favor of those 
who fight for the privilege of laying $4.80 
on the barrelhead is scandalous. The good 
seats go on publie sale. and the kids are 
put so far away from the field that they 
have to carry a portable radio to find out 
how the game is going. 

This is not so at the academies, as any- 
one who has attended one of their games 
can testify. 

The same situation, with slight varia- 
tions, is prevalent in basketball. As soon 
as an ordinary college team gets a repu- 
tation, its guiding fathers strive to sched- 
ule games in the big city arenas. The 
rooters may not be able to see the games, 
but there’s money to be had. Of course, 
the money takes precedence. 

Again the set-up at West Point and 
Annapolis shines by comparison. Not only 
do the two schools play the majority of 
their games on their respective home 
courts, but they also play in the after 
noon, since that is the best time for the 
eadets and midshipmen to see the games 
The gate receipts, on the rare occasions 
when admission is charged, might not be 
enough to pay the officials, but no one 
cares, 

There are a few schools which emulate 
the service academies in their desire to 
keep college athletics on a clean, amateur 
basis. They constitute, unfortunately, 4 
very slender minority. 

However, so long as two schools provide 
the proper example, there is still hope 
that collegiate athletics will return te 
their proper sphere—the campus. Let 
those who seek perfection in sport wateh 
the professionals, which will leave the 
emleze scene uncontaminated for those 
who enjoy seeing young men play for the 
sake of the game instead of the gate 











































































































Weapons of Future War 
Admiral William H. P. Blandy, USN, 
has predicted that any future war, “if we 
should fail to prevent such a catastrophe, 


wonld bring the extensive use of long 
range guided missiles, which the Navy it 
self is plinning to use, and atomic wea 
pons of various types. against which the 
Navy is planning its defense.” 

Such new types of weapons, he said, “T 


keep in mind constantly when thinking ia 
terms of strategy, tactics and design.’ A 
future major war, he added, would also 
include “airborne invasions over consid 
erable stretches of water.” 

“The Navy’s role,” he concludeg, “ca? 
be summed up thus: to prevent wars, 
we can; to win them, if we must.” 

These remarks were highlights of 
speech by Admiral Blandy at a joint 
luncheon in his honor sponsored by the 
Rotary.

Army, and 1,000 officers and 10,000 en- 
listed women in the Navy, including the 
Marine Carps. 

By a committee amendment, restriction 
of assignment would be removed from 
present duty provisions.

President Truman, in his mid-year 
economic report to Congress, said that the 
major uncertainties in the current eco- 
nomic outlook are the short corn crop, the 
coal wage increase, the construction situ- 
ation, and U. S. exports to foreign 
countries. 

The nation’s output of goods and serv- 
ices, President Truman said, ran at an 
annual rate of $225 billion during the 
first half of 1947, as compared with a 
previous high of $213.1 billion for 1945 
and $203.7 billion last year. 

The report held little hope that the 
President would recommend personal tax 
reduction unless there is a downward 
trend of business activity. he report 
said that tax reduction would add to in- 
tlationary pressures and a policy of re- 
straint on tax reduction would put off 
tax cuts until they are required to lend 
support to the economy. 

“A large part of the increase in prices 
since 1940 has become imbedded in the 
cost and income structure of the econ- 
omy,” the report said. “Hence, a decline 
to the pre-war level could be expected 
only as an accompaniment to a depres- 
sion. That we are all determined to pre- 
vent. Nonetheless, prices should be re- 
vised when reductions are needed to 
forestall a collapse of markets,” 

The President also repeated his long- 
range objectives, outlined in his January 
report, which called for the development 
of natural resources, health and welfare 
programs, and anti-monopoly legislation. 

The revived income tax reduction bill 
was killed in the Senate 18 July when 
that body failed to override the veto 
which President Trunman sent to Con- 
gress the previous day. The Senate vote 
was 57 to 36, five votes less than the 
two-thirds majority required to pass the 
measure over the Presidential veto.

To accelerate the sale of surplus war 
landing craft, the Maritime Commission 
has announced drastic price reductions on 
= LSM’s, LCI’s, and LOT’s, effective 24 

uly. 

Some 150 LSM’s (Landing Craft Medi- 
um), formerly priced at $40,000 each, will 
be reduced to $27,000 each. 

A total of 255 LCI’s (Landing Craft 
Infantry), formerly priced at $10,000 
each, will be reduced to $7,000. 

Approximately 60 LCT’s (Mk VI) 
(Landing Craft Tank) will be reduced in 
price similarly to $7,000, and a few LCT’s 
(Mk V) are available, having been re 
duced in price from $7,000 to $5,000 each. 

Some 1,000 surplus small landing craft 
located in the San Diego area will be 
offered for sale to veterans and other pri- 
ority claimants at the fixed price of $750 
each, “first come, first served.” 

The craft are the well-known 36-foot 
LCV, LCVP and LCP(R) ramp bow type 
of wood construction. Most are powered 
by diesel or gas engines ranging from 105 
horsepower to 250 horsepower.

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Emergency Return to U. S. 

A complete statement of War Depart- 
ment policy concerning the return of 
military personnel to the United States 
for emergency reasons is given in War 
Department Circular 172, the text of 
which follows: 

I — Requests For Return Originated by 
sources Other Than Individual Concerned—1. 
All cases of emergency conditions for which 
return to the United States is desired will be 
investigated and verified by the American 
Red Cross, except as indicated in paragraph 6. 

2 Individuals who request return of mili- 
tary personnel to the United States for emer- 
gency reasons will be advised to present the 
facts to the local chapter of the American Red 
Cross for investigation and appropriate action, 
The local chapter of the American Red Cross 
will investigate and verify the facts and for- 
ward report to National Headquarters, Amer- 
jean Red Cross, who will forward a report 
to The Adjutant General for necessary action. 

3. The Adjutant General will, except as in- 
dicated in paragraph 6— 

a. Review the case and make fina) determi- 
nation as to whether the individual should 
be returned to the United States. 

b. Make determination of urgency of return 
by following classifications: 

(1) Urgent. Indicates individual should ar- 
rive in United States within 7 to 10 days. 

(2) Special. Indicates individual should ar- 
rive in United States within 11 to 20 days. 

(3) Important. Will include all others. 

ec. Direct the theater commander to return 
individual concerned in approved cases, in- 
dicating degree of urgency in accordance with 
b above, and to advise individual of reasons 
for his return as stated in directive, 

ad, Notify American Red Cross of final ac- 
tion taken. 

e, Establish a systematic suspense and fol- 
low-up system on all emergency cases. Under 
this system follow-up radios will be sent to 
the theater commander when reply has not 
been received in 8 days for Urgent cases, 12 
days for Special cases, and 20 days for Im- 
portant cases. Subsequent follow-up radios 
will be forwarded in 5 days in cases wherein 
reply has not been received, 

4 The theater commander will, upon re- 
eeipt of directive from The Adjutant General 
(par, 3c), immediately notify The Adjutant 
General of mode of transportation being furn- 
ished and estimated time of arrival, In this 
connection, attention is directed particularly 
to paragraph 3e, Theater commanders con- 
cerned will take necessary action to insure 
that The Adjutant General is notified of esti- 
mated time of arrival or reason why estimated 
time of arrival cannot be furnished in suffi- 
cent time to insure a minimum number of 
follow-up radios. 

II — Requests for Return Originating in 
Oversea Areas—5, Theater commanders receiv- 
ing requests from individuals for return to 
the United States for emergency reasons will, 
except as indicated in paragraph 6, request the 
Field Director, American Red Cross, to ini- 
tiate action through the local chapter in the 
United States, who will make necessary in- 
vestigation and forward their report to Na- 
tional Headquarters, American Red Cross, for 
forwarding to The Adjutant General to process 
under paragraph 3. 

6. In cases in which theater commanders 
are furnished satisfactory evidence of emer- 
gency conditions in conformity with eligibil- 
ity prescribed in section IV and delay in pro- 
cessing in accordance with paragraph 1 may 
resnit in the individual concerned arriving in 
the United States too late to accomplish the 
purpose for which the leave is required, au- 
thority is granted for return of personnel 
under provisions of this paragraph. Report 
of cases approved under this authority wil) be 
forwarded to The Adjutant General immedi- 
ately, giving brief summary of case. 

IlIl—Requests for Extension of Leave—7. An 
individual who has heen granted emergency 
leave from an oversea theater under the pro- 
visions of this circular, who requires exten- 
sion of such leave, and who is due to return 
to his oversea organization or station, will— 

a. Make the facts known to the local chapter 
of the American Red Cross, who will investi- 
gate the case and forward a report to the 
National Headquarters of American Red 
Cross, who will, in turn, refer the report to 
The Adjutant General. 

b. Forward application for additional leave 
to The Adjutant General (Attn: AGPA-M).

plicable: a copy of the order authorizing the 
leave and directing the individual to report 
to the station upon completion of leave; or 
reference to paragraph, order number, and 
date of order authorizing leave, 

b, Forward statement of amount of accrued 
leave or potential accrued leave remaining 
upon completion of present leave, and state- 
ment that a Red Cross investigation bas heen 
made and report has been or is being for- 
warded. 

ec. Contact the local chapter of the American 
Red Cross and request a verification of exist- 
ing emergency be forwarded to the field di- 
rector at the station to which he is to report, 
for presentation to the commanding officer. 

10. The commanding officer to whom request 
for extension of leave is forwarded will — 

a. Review the application and approve or 
disapprove the application based upon the in- 
formation furnished,

IV—Guide for Dete.mining Eligibility for 
Return to United States Under Emergency 
Conditions.—11, Each request for return of an 
individual to the United States for emergency 
reasons will be handled on an individual 
basis. However, as a general guide the fol- 
lowing and related type cases will be con- 
sidered as valid reason for return to the 
United States under emergency conditions: 

a. Where the return of an individual will 
contribute to the welfare of a dying member 
of the immediate family (immediate to in- 
clude only father, mother, wife, children, 
brother, sister, only living relative, or those 
in loco parentis). 

b. Where, through the death or serions ill- 
ness of, or accident to, a member of the in- 
dividual’s immediate family, important re- 
sponsibilities are placed on the individual 
which must be met, which cannot be accom- 
plished from overseas, and which cannot be 
discharged by any other individual, 

V—Oversea Areas Exempt From the Pro- 
visions of This Circular.—12. Alaska, Western 
Canada, Newfoundland, Labrador, Greenland, 
Iceland, Bermuda, Caribbean Area (Antilles 
Department and Panama Canal Department), 
South America, and Azores may process cases 
under the procedures prescribed above or may 
return individuals without prior authority of 
the War Department, based upon reports se- 
cured by the local representatives of the 
American Red Cross, provided the conditions 
prescribed in Section ITV are met, When per- 
sonnel are returned to the United States un- 
der provisions of this section the commander 
concerned will take necessary steps to insure 
that the individual initiating the request and 
the local chapter of the American Red Cross 
are notified of final action and of estimated 
time of arrival when applicable. 

Vi—Issuance of Orders.—13, All orders re- 
turning personnel to the United States under 
the provisions of the circular will— 

a. Prescribe permanent change of station 
for those individuals who, upon completion 
of leave, will have 8 months or less remaining 
of oversea tour, or who will become eligible 
for separation within 8 months following the 
completion of their leave, This is to he com- 
puted under section II, WD Circular 272, 1046, 
as amended. 

b. Prescribe return to the theater for all 
other individuals. 

ec. Include a statement of the urgency of re- 
turn such as: Urgent, special, or important. 

14. The radios dispatched to the War De- 
partment furnishing the estimated time of ar- 
rival of the individual will contain, following 
the individual’s name, the symbol PCS, if the 
individual igs to be returned on a permanent 
change of station, and the symbol TD, if the 
individual is to be returned to the theater 
upon completion of the emergency leave. It is 
essential that this information be included so 
proper disposition may be made of request 
for extension of leave. 

Vil—Period of Leave.—15, Individuals who 
are returned on emergency leave will normal- 
ly be granted 30 days’ leave. This period will 
be inclusive of the time of departure from 
the port of entry to the time of return to the 
designated station of return, This wil] not 
preclude the individual terminating the date 
of his leave before the normal expiration, 
should the conditions permit and he so desire.

Criticize War Dept. “Propaganda” 

Declaring that the War Department “is 
using Government funds in an improper 
manner for propaganda activities sup- 
porting compulsory military training,” the 
Publicity and Propaganda Subcommittee 
of the House Committee on Expenditures 
in Executive Departments this week is- 
sued a report severely criticizing the De- 
partment. Signing the Report was Repre- 
sentative Harness (R-Ind) chairman, and 
the following members: Representatives 
Wadsworth (R-NY), Latham (R-NY), 
Manasco (D-Ala) and Wilson (D-Tex). 
The UMT bill has been approved by the 
House Armed Services Committee, but 
not acted upon by either House. 

The report quoted an address made by 
Lt. Gen. Joseph Lawton Collins, USA, to 
the Advisory Council of the Women’s In- 
terests Unit, in which he expressed con- 
cern with the reaction in Congress “par- 
ticularly among the Republican leader- 
ship.” The Committee also cited the 
activities of a Mr. Alan Coutts who 
“toured the country at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense” in behalf of the UMT program. He 
was paid $25 a day and $6 a day expenses, 
as was Mrs. Arthur Woods, a former lien- 
tenant colonel in the WAC, for the same 
purpose. 

Also criticized was the War Depart- 
ment UMT film “A Plan for Peace” which 
cost $26,293 to produce and $14,244 to dis- 
tribute.

Proceedings under general court mar- 
tial began this week in the New York Na- 
val Shipyard, Brooklyn, N. Y.. against 
Chief Signalman Harold E. Hirshfield 
who was accused of maltreating fellow 
prisoners of war in Japanese prison 
camps. 





Armed Services Committees To 
Inspect 

Members of the Senate and House 
Committees on Armed Services are plan- 
ning to make trips to Europe and the 
islands and mainland of the Pacific this 
Summer for the purpose of inspecting 
posts and installations under the author- 
ity of the War and Navy Departments. 

Although the plans of the Senate com- 
mittee are still in the formative stage, 
those of the House committee are crystal- 
izing. If present plans do not change, the 
House group going to Europe will travel 
partly by Army transport and partly by 
air, leaving for Europe, and perhaps 
Northern Africa, around the end of 
August. Accompanying the group will be 
a member of the House Committee on 
Appropriations. 

The House group going to the Pacific 
will leave toward the end of September 
and will travel on Army or Navy planes 
in covering a circle starting with Hawaii 
and ending there. A member of the Ap- 
propriations committee will also accom- 
pany this group.

be rewarded and that they will not stagnate 
as was the case prior to World War ILI.

“Appreciation of the heavy legislative pro- 
gram with which the Congress is fared at 
the present time prompts me to bring to 
your attention the relative urgency that exists 
with respect to H. R. 3830, which is now be- 
fore your cimmittee. 

“As you are aware, this bill, insofar as 
the Navy is concerned, was proposed to the 
Eightieth Congress in order to revise and 
bring up to date, in the light of experience 
preceding and during the last war and post- 
war conditions, the promotion structure for 
officer personnel, Such revision is vitally nec- 
essary to the Navy because permanent pro- 
motion laws do not permit of the orderly and 
equitable assimilation of the Reserve officers 
transferred to the Regular Navy. These laws 
would be unsuited to the modern Navy and 
return to them would result in a condition 
injurious both to morale and efficiency, 

“The effect upon the officer personnel of the 
Navy and Marine Corps resulting from the 
uncertainty which now exists in the matter 
of the individual's future career is significant- 
ly revealed by the situation with respect to 
resignations. Since last August, a total] of 
2.165 officers of the Regular Navy have re- 
signed, Percentagewise, this is double the 
experience following World War I. There are 
no signs of diminution of this rate, While 
there are, without doubt, numerous factors 
contributing to this situation, it is the firm 
conviction of the Chief of Naval Operations, 
the Commandant of the Marine Corps, and 
the Chief of Naval Personnel, with which I 
am in full accord, that one of the principal 
factors is this uncertainty. 

“I cannot overemphasize, therefore, the im- 
portance to the national security of the com- 
pletion by the Congress of action on H. R. 
3830 during the present session.”

judgment, of real importance, It is to be com- 
posed of the Defense Chairman and three 
Secretaries and the three Chiefs of Staff of 
the several departments, and is for emer- 
gency purposes in the event a decision should 
be made with respect to operations, and it 
brings together three civillans along with 
three professional soldiers, But you will 
notice In all this set-up so far that the 
civillans prevail. The heads of every one of 
these agencies, except the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
are all civilians from the top down, Then we 
have the three departments—the Secretary 
of the Army, the Secretary of the Navy, and 
the Secretary of the Air Force. In each of 
those departments the Secretary is the boss 
inside of the department, Using a colloquial- 
ism, he may be said to have the right to hire 
and fire inside of his department, He will 
have complete control over all personnel of 
his department. He may not be interfered 
with by the Secretary of Defense in the In- 
ternal administration of his department, Only 
when the Secretary of Defense, after getting 
the advice, we will say, of the Research and 
Development Board or the Munitions Board, 
or suggestions from down here amongst the 
departments, makes up his mind that a cer- 
tain degree of courdination should be achieved 
between two or all three of these depart- 
ments, may he then isene an order that 
the coordination be brought about. In other 
words, in questions where there is a chance 
to achieve better coordination and hence 
economy, the Secretary of Defense will have 
the power to say, ‘You go and do it; bat 
even so, under the bill, if any one of these 
Secretaries of the several departments ob- 
jects, he has the right to appeal to the Presi- 
dent and have his day in court if, indeed, 
he seriously objects to the proposal made by 
the Secretary of Defense, So to all reasonable 
limits the autonomy of the three departments, 
the Army, the Navy, and the Alr Force, is 
preserved, but the reservation of power lies 
with the Secretary of Defense to bring about 
coordination when it is determined by him 
that it must be done. It is for that reason 
that the Secretary of Defense is given the 
power of general direction and control and 
charged under this bill to eliminate by ap- 
propriate means wasteful overlapping and 
duplication.”

Revision of Medical Departments 
The Senate this week passed in an 
amended form H.R. 3215, legislation that 
provides for the revision of the Médical 
Departments of the Army and Navy. 

By the terms of the bill, a Medical Serv- 
ice Corps would be established in the 
Army with a Reserve component, com- 
posed of pharmacists, sanitary engineers, 
optometrists, psychologists, bacteriolo- 
gists, business administrators, and sim- 
ilar skills, an@ would consist of three 
sections: Pharmacy, Supply and Admin- 
istration ; a Medical Sciences Section, and 
an Optometry Section, plus other sections 
thought necessary by the Secretary of 
War. Heading the Corps would be a 
colonel-chief, with assistant chiefs as con- 
sultants to the Surgeon General. 

The present Pharmacy and Medical Ad- 
ministrative Corps would be integrated 
into the Medical Service Corps and their 
personnel would be transferred to that 
Corps. 

The Navy Medical Department would 
be revised by establishing a Navy Med- 
ical Service Corps and the Hospital Corps 
of the Navy. Appointees in the Service 
Corps would be in the grade of ensign 
from commissioned warrant or warrant 
officers of the Hospital Corps of the Reg- 
ular Navy or from among other persons 
considered qualified for such appointment. 
The latter appointees would have to be 
graduates of recognized colleges confer- 
ring degrees in sciences allied to medi- 
cine. Persons with the doctorate degree 
would be appointed in the grade of lieu- 
tenant (jg). Personnel of the Hospital 
Corps would be appointed from among 
first-class petty officers or chief petty 
officers. 


U. S. Naval Aid to Greece 

As a result of a survey made by a 
United States Survey Group made up of 
civilian, Army and Navy personnel, it is 
anticipated that a gross allocation ap- 
proximating $13,850,000 will be made to 
the Navy Department to cover the Navy’s 
assistance program to Greece only. The 
survey covering U. S. Naval Assistance 
to Turkey has not been completed. 

The anticipated allocation of $13,850,- 
000 to the Navy Department contem- 
plates support to the Royal Hellenic Navy 
in three categories: First, transfer of 
vessels, including the cost of vessels, re- 
conditioning and six months’ supply of 
spare parts, $1,350,000. Second, spare 
parts for Greek vessels (ex-U. S. Navy) 
YMS type, $500,000. Third, logistic sup- 
port of the Greek Navy, $12,000,000. This 
item includes food, fuel, materials, tech- 
nical equipment, clothing, and general 
stores. 

The Secretary of the Navy has desig- 
nated Rear Adm. John A. Snackenherg, 
USN, as Chief of the U. S. Naval Gronp 
of the American Mission to Greece. The 
mission is now in Greece administering 
the U. S. Naval Aid program. 

The aggregate money value of sup- 
plies to be furnished the Greek Navy for 
the fiscal year 1948, based on material 
lists, is estimated to be approximately 
$9,000,000. These material lists will, of 
course. be augmented from time to time 
by additional requirements. 

The Navy Department has received an 
initial allocation of funds from the State 
Department (out of the advance made 
by the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion) in the amount of $2,160.000. This 
initial allocation has been earmarked for 
expenditure as follows: 

(a) Spare parts from United States 
sources for YMS types, $300,000. (b) 
Furnishing of vessels to Greece: cost of 
vessels, $1,214,000; reconditioning, $94,- 
000; six months’ supply of spare parts, 
$42,000. (c) Supplies, including fuel and 
less food, $960,000. With the exception 
of these earmarked allocations, there are 
as yet no funds available to cover the 








over-all Naval assistance program to the 
Greek Navy. 

The Navy Department plan to adminis- 
ter its part of the Greek Aid program has 
been devised to follow along the pattern 
of established Naval accounting and ma- 
terial requisitioning procedures. The ap- 
propriation allocation will be adminis- 
tered by the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts. It is contemplated that a tight 
financial control will be maintained to 
ensure that expenditures by the Navy 
are restricted to the funds made avail- 
able for the purpose. 

All material requisitions submitted 
under the Greek Aid Program will re- 
ceive the same material priorities as 
those currently effective for vessels of 
the United States active fleet. 

All material furnished from the conti- 
nental United States for the support of 
the Greek Navy will be finally issued and 
expended to the appropriation “17- 
11X0012, Assistance to Greece and Tur- 
key, Executive Office of the President 
(Allotment to the Navy).” 





Major Force and Major Command

National Science Foundation 

Congress has sent to the President the 
bill, FTR 4102, authorizing a National Sci- 
ence Foundation charged primarily with 
responsibility for promoting fundamental 
or pure research. 

The National Science Foundation, under 
the bill, would serve as a successor to the 
wartime Office of Scientific Research and 
Development, headed by Dr. Vannevar 
Bush. The bill carries no funds for oper- 
ation of the proposed program. 

A Division of National Defense will 
administer programs of the Foundation 
relating to research in the interests of 
National Security. This group will consist 
of either 12, 24, or 36 members. 





Remove Profit Limitation 


Meeting requests from both Gover. 
ment and industry, the Senate Commit. 
tee on Armed Services has reporte 
favorably on HR 3051, with amendments 
to amend the Vinson-Trammell Act deal. 
ing with construction of vessels and aip 
craft and profit limitations. 

HR 3051, which has passed the House 
is pertinent primarily to the Navy De 
partment but also to the War Depart. 
ment insofar as it relates to profit limi. 
tations on aircraft construction. The pil] 
makes three changes in present law, out. 
lined in the Committee report as follows: 

“1. It removes the restriction that 10 
per cent of aircraft, including the ep. 
gines thereof, must be manufactured ip 
Government aircraft factories. 

“2. It removes present restrictions that 
the profits on contracts for the construe. 
tion of naval vessels cannot exceed 10 
per cent, and the profit on contracts for 
both Army and Navy aircraft cannot ex. 
ceed 12 per cent. 

“3. It removes the present restriction 
that the first and each succeeding alter. 
nate vessel shall be constructed or manv- 
factured in United States Navy yards.” 


VD Rate Hits New Low 


The Army’s venereal disease rate at 
home and abroad has reached a post-war 
low, the War Department announced 21 
July. 

Stringent regulations outlined last 
January by Secretary of War Patterson 
were considered by the Army to have 
brought about the sharp drop in venereal 
disease. Since Mr. Patterson's instruc. 
tions to all commanders were written, 
the Army-wide venereal-disease rate has 
fallen 23 per cent. The latest figures 
available, for May 1947, show a 30 per 
cent decrease from the postwar high in 
the summer of 1946. 

The present venereal disease incidence 
rate in Europe is 23 per cent below the 
July 1946 high; in the Pacific 50 per cent 
below the high rate in October 1946 and 
in the United States 47 per cent below the 
April 1946 peak. 








Navy Post-War Organization 


The Senate and House Committees on 
Armed Services this week reported, and 
the Senate has passed, 8.1252, legislation 
calling for the permanent establishment 
of the office of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, and of the Office of Naval Material. 

Effected by it would be coordinations 
within the Navy Department not possible 
in peacetime without it, and the duties 
of the Chief of Naval Operations would 
be expanded from planning the operations 
of the fleet, preparing and readying plans 
for use in war, coordinating the “afloat” 
functions of the Naval Establishment, and 
deciding priorities related to the overhaul 
and repair of ships. 

The bill provides for his commanding 
the Operating Forces, being the principal 
adviser to the President and Secretary 
of the Navy on the conduct of the war, 
and the principal adviser and Naval Ex- 
ecutive on the conduct of the Naval Es 
tablishment, while under directives from 
the Secretary of the Navy he would deter- 
mine “the personnel and material require 
ments of the Operating Forces, including 
the order in which ships, aircraft, surface 
craft, weapons, and facilities are to he con- 
structed, maintained, altered, repaired, 
and overhauled, and shall coordinate and 
direct the efforts of the Bureaus and Of- 
fices of the Navy Department as may be 
necessary to effectuate availability and 
distribution of personnel and material re 
quired where and when they are needed.”

The Navy Olympic Games Committee, 
headed by Capt. Thomas J. Hamilton, 
USN, Head Football Coach at the U. 8 
Naval Academy, will select outstanding 
athletes from the Navy at large. These 
contestants will then report to the Naval 
Academy where they will be given the 
benefit of the Navy’s best training and 
coaching facilities.
